ACT OF I NCORP ORATION 

Resolution Incorporating the General Convention of the Baptist 

Churches in the State of Connecticut and Vicinity— Passed May 
1824. 

Resolved by this Assembly:— That Asa Wilcox, Jonathan Goodwin 
Augustus Bolles, Joseph B. Gilbert, Robert Francis, . Elisha Cushman,’ 
Roswell Burrows, Oliver Wilson, John Turney, Jeremiah Brown, 
Claudius L. Collins, Rufus Babcock, Wm. H. Manning, and Wm! ' 
Quiner and their associates, be, and they are hereby made and con- 
stituted a body politic and corporate, by the name of the General Con- 
vention of the Baptist Churches of Connecticut and Vicinity, and by 
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that name they and their successors shall and may have perpetual suc- 
cession; shall be capable of suing and being sued, plead and being im- 
pleaded, in all suits of what nature soever, may have a common seal, 
and the same alter or change at pleasure; and may also have, pur- 
chase, receive, hold, and convey away estate, real, personal, or mixed, 
the annual income of which shall not exceed three thousand dollars. 
Provided that said income, whatever may be the amount thereof, be an- 
nually expended and appropriated to the purposes designated in said 
petition. 

Said Convention may from time to time, elect a president and such 
other officers and agents as they may find necessary or convenient; 
may make By-Laws respecting the number, qualification, and duties 
of their officers and members, prescribe the mode of election, and ad- 
mission of members, the time, place, and manner of holding their 
meetings; the number necessary to form a quorum, and all other By- 
Laws and regulations the said Convention may deem necessary for the 
government and due regulation of its concerns, to promote and secure 
the essential objects of said Convention as expressed in their Consti- 
tution, not repugnant to the laws of this State or the United States. 

The first meeting of said Convention shall be holden at the Baptist 
Meeting House in the city of Middletown, in the county of Middlesex, 
on the second Wednesday of June, A. D. 1824, at nine o’clock in the 
forenoon. 

This act of incorporation, or any part thereof, may be altered, 
amended or appealed, at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That said corporation be hereafter 
called and known by the name of “The Connecticut Baptist Conven- 
tion.” 

STATE CONVENTION 

Resolved in Alteration, Passed June 15, 1899 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That the corporation known by the 
name of The Connecticut Baptist Convention, duly incorporated by the 
General Assembly of this state. May session, 1824, may hereafter 
have, purchase, receive, hold, and convey estate, real, personal, or 
mixed, the annual income of which shall not exceed twenty-fiv <5 thous- 
and dollars. 

Resolved in Alteration, Passed April 2, 1909 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That the resolution incorporating The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention be and it hereby is amended by add- 
ing at the end thereof the following: “Said Convention may accept 
and hold absolutely or as trustee, such funds as may be given, devised, 
or bequeathed to it, to be held by it in such manner or way as may 
be directed by the instrument making such gift, devise, or bequest, 
when such funds, or the income therefrom, or reversion thereof shall 
be for the benefit of said Convention or individuals or churches affili- 


ated therewith.” 
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CON STITUTI ON OF C ONVENTION 

ARTICLE I. NAME 

The name of this body shall be THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST 
CONVENTION. 

ARTICLE II. OBJECT 

The object of this Convention shall be to promote the preaching 
of the Gospel and the organization and maintenance of Baptist 
churches and church schools in the State of Connecticut; and to act 
as the agent of the Baptist churches and people of Connecticut in 
advancing the kingdom of God throughout the world, and particular- 
ly in promoting the missionary, educational, and philanthropic inter- 
ests of the Northern Baptist Convention. 

ARTICLE III. MEMBERSHIP 

Section 1. This Convention shall consist of delegates from the 
Baptist Churches of Connecticut of the same faith and order as the 
present associated Baptist Churches, each such church which has con- 
tributed to the funds of the Convention during the year last preced- 
ing the annual meeting of the Convention being entitled to repre- 
sentation by its pastor and one delegate for each hundred and each 
fraction of a hundred resident members and for each church school 
connected with it; provided, however, that no church shall be per- 
mitted to send more than live delegates besides its pastor. 

Sec. 2. All members of the general denominational boards and 
officers of the Northern Baptist Convention living within the state; 
officers of this Convention and members of its Board of Managers; 
officers of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut; and 
officers of the Connecticut Baptist Education Society shall be ex- 
officio delegates to the meetings of this Convention, and entitled to 
all the privileges usually accorded to such delegates. 

ARTICLE IV. OFFICERS 

Section 1. The officers of the Convention shall be a President, a 
First Vice-President, a Second Vice-President, a Treasurer, who may 
be either a person or a fiduciary institution, and a Recording Secre- 
tary, who shall be the General Secretary of the Board of Managers. 

Sec. 2. The officers, excepting the Treasurer and the Recording 
Secretary shall be elected by ballot at the annual meeting, and shall 
serve from the close of the annual meeting at which they are elected 
until the close of the next annual meeting, or until their successors 
have been elected. The Treasurer shall be elected by the Board of 
Managers. 

Sec. 3. In event of a vacancy from any cause in the office of 
President, the First Vice-President shall serve as President. If the 
office of First Vice-President also is vacant, the Second Vice-Presi- 
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dent shall perform the duties of President. Should vacancies occur 
in all these offices simultaneously, the Board of Managers shall elect 
a President to serve until the next regular election of officers. Re- 
moval of an officer from the state shall automatically create a vacancy. 

Sec. 4. The duties of the officers shall be such as by common 
practice pertain to their respective offices. 

ARTICLE V. BOAiTd OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. There shall be a Board of Managers consisting of the 
President, the First Vice-President, and the Second Vice-President 
of the Convention and forty-five (45) elective members chosen by 
ballot at the annual meeting of the Convention for the term of three 
years, and so constituted that the terms of fifteen of its elective mem- 
bers shall expire each year. The Treasurer, when a person, shall be 
ex-officio a member of the Board. 

Sec. 2. The adoption of this Constitution shall elect to the Board 
of Managers for a term of one year those trustees who have one year 
to serve under thQ former Constitution and for a term of two years 
those trustees who have two years to serve under the former Con- 
stitution; and in addition to these the Convention at the annual meet- 
ing at which this Constitution is adopted shall elect fifteen members 
for a term of three years. When the Board has been thus constituted, 
fifteen members, not including such as may be chosen to fill vacancies 
occurring from other causes than the expiration of terms, shall be 
elected at each annual meeting for the term of three years. 

Sec. 3. Membership on the Board of Managers shall be divided 
as nearly equally as practicable between pastors, laymen, and women. 
The president, the state home director and the state foreign secretary 
of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut shall be ex- 
officio members. 

Sec. 4. The Board of Managers shall be vested with all the privi- 
leges and authority of the Convention when it is not in session. 

Sec. 5. The duties of the Board of Managers shall be defined by 
by-laws adopted by the Convention. 

ARTICLE VI. AMENDMENTS 

This Constitution may be altered or amended by a two-thirds vote 
of all the delegates present at any annual meeting, after one year’s 
previous notice. 

BY-LAWS OF THE CONVENTION 

ARTICLE I. MEETINGS OP THE CONVENTION 

Section 1. The annual meeting of the Convention shall begin on 
Tuesday preceding the third Wednesday in October, at 10 a. m. 

Sec. 2. Special meetings of the Convention may be called by the 
President at the direction of the Board of Managers. 
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Sec. 3. Fifty (50) delegates shall constitute a quorum, but any 
number shall have power to adjourn a meeting. 

Sec. 4. The sessions of the annual meeting shall be under the 
control of the Program Committee, which shall have the power to 
make all arrangements for speakers for the Convention, except the 
preacher of the annual sermon, ^and to apportion the time to the 
speakers as the different departments of the work may require, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Convention at the first session. 

Sec. 5. No objects except those provided for by the Constitution 
and By-Laws shall be presented at the annual meeting, unless by the 
unanimous consent of the Convention. 

Sec. 6. The proceedings of the meetings of the Convention shall 
be regulated by the ordinary rules governing deliberative assemblies. 

Sec. 7. The .fiscal year of the Convention shall begin the first day 
of May. 

ARTICLE II. COMMITTEES OP THE CONVENTION 
AND THEIR DUTIES 

Section 1. The following committees shall be appointed each year, 
to report at the meeting then in progress: 

A. A committee on the place of the next meeting and the preacher 
of the next annual sermon, consisting of three members. 

B. A committee on resolutions, consisting of three members. 

Section 2. The following standing committees shall be appointed 
each year to report at the next annual meeting: 

A. A committee on the nomination of Convention oflicers and 
members of the Board of Managers, consisting of one member from 
each association, nominated by the delegates of the respective asso- 
ciations in attendance at the Convention. 

B. A committee on the program of the next meeting, consisting 
of five or more members, including the president of the Convention, 
the president of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut, 
the general secretary and the pastor of the entertaining church. 

C. A committee on enrollment of the next meeting consisting of 
three members. 

D. An obituary committee, consisting of three members. 

Section 3. Such other committees as may be found necessary may 
be appointed. 
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Section 4. All committees, unless otherwise ordered, shall be ap- 
pointed by the President. 

ARTICLE III. COMMITTEE ON MINISTERIAL STANDING 

Section 1. There shall be a committee on ministerial standing, 
consisting of six members appointed for three years, and so consti- 
tuted that the terms of two of its members shall expire yearly. 

Sec. 2. The adoption of this Constitution shall appoint to the com- 
mittee, those named in the last Connecticut Baptist Annual, whose 
terms have not expired, to fulfill the period for which they were ap- 
pointed, and the President of the Convention, at the adoption of this 
Constitution, and each year thereafter, shall appoint two members to 
serve for the term of three years. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Ministerial 
Standing to act in advisory capacity to church councils in the ordina- 
tion of candidates to the Christian ministry; to assist as may be pos- 
sible candidates ordained before their educational preparation for the 
ministry was finished in pursuing a proper course of study to fit them- 
selves for their work as pastors, preferably the course of study 
recommended by the denomination; and to keep a record of the stand- 
ing of Baptist ministers in the state and supervise the ministerial list 
published yearly in the Connecticut Baptist Annual. 

ARTICLE IV. DELEGATES TO THE CONNECTICUT 
FEDERATION OP CHURCHES 

The President shall each year appoint the number of delegates re- 
quired to represent the Convention on the Council of the Connecti- 
cut Federation of Churches. 

BY-LAWS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

■' ARTICLE I. MEETINGS OP THE BOARD OP MANAGERS 

Section 1. The Board of Managers shall hold three meetings dur- 
ing the year, as follows: One within a month after the adjournment of 
the annual meeting of the Convention; one on a date in April, determin- 
ed by itself; and one on the day preceding the next annual meeting of 
the Convention. 

Sec. 2. Special meetings may be called by the President at any 
time, and shall be called by him upon the request in writing of five 
members of the Board. 

Sec. 3. Absence of a member from two successive meetings of the 
Board, unless excuse is offered to the President, shall be considered 
as creating a vacancy. Removal of any member from the state shall 
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automatically create a vacancy. The' Board shall have power to fill 
vacancies occurring in its membership during the interim between an- 
nual meetings of the Convention. 

Sec. 4. The President shall preside at the meetings of the Board. 
In his absence, the First Vice-President shall preside. In the absence 
of the President and the First Vice-President, the Second Vice-Presi- 
dent shall preside. In the absence of the three, the Recording Secre- 
tary shall call the meeting to order and the Board shall proceed to 
choose a President pro tern. Fifteen (15) members shall constitute 
a quorum. 

Sec. 5. The Board shall keep an accurate and complete record of 
all its proceedings. 

Sec. 6. The travelling expenses of the members to all meetings of 
the Board, excepting those held at the time of the annual meeting of 
the Convention, shall be paid by the Convention. 

ARTICLE II. DUTIES OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. The Board of Managers shall transact all business of 
the Convention when it is not in session and have supervision through 
the General Secretary of all the work of the Convention. 

Sec. 2. The Board shall provide means for raising the money 
needed for the work of the Convention and the cooperating national 
societies, disposing of the same according to the provisions of the 
Charter and Constitution. 

Sec. 3. The Board shall annually prepare a budget embracing the 
estimated expenses of all the departments of the Convention for the 
ensuing year and the apportionment of the cooperating national 
societies and submit it to the churches as early in the Convention year 
as possible, as the unified budget. 

Sec. 4. The Board shall effect an agreement with the Board of 
Missionary Cooperation wdiereby the cooperating national societies 
shall bear their part of the expense of promoting their interests in 
Connecticut, according to the recommendations of the Report of the 
Committee on Future Denominational Program adopted by the North- 
ern Baptist Convention. 

Sec. 5. Likewise the Board shall effect an agreement with the 
American Baptist Publication Society whereby this society shall share 
with the Convention on an equitable basis the expense of promoting 
in Connecticut the work of religious education. 

Sec. 6. The Board shall effect an agreement with the American 
Baptist Home Mission Society whereby this society shall share with 
the Convention on an equitable basis the expense of home missionary 
work in Connecticut. 
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Sec. 7. The Board shall make all appropriations toward the aid 
of churches and the payment of salaries of missionaries and other 
workers in accordance with the rules included in these By-Laws. 

Sec. 8. The Board shall appoint such agents as may be needed 
properly to conduct the work of the Convention, including a General 
Secretary, an Associate Secretary, a Secretary of Religious Education, 
a Collector of Missionary Funds, who may be one of the Secretaries, 
and a Treasurer, who may be either a person or a fiduciary institution 
of approved standing. 

Sec. 9. The Board shall each year appoint an Auditor who shall 
carefully audit the accounts of all financial agents of the Convention. 
The Auditor shall be a certified public accountant, or firm of account- 
ants, of recognized standing. 

Sec. 10. The Board shall have power to fix the salaries of all per- 
sons employed by it. 

Sec. 11. The Board shall require bond of all its financial agents. 

Sec. 12. The Board at its first meeting shall appoint from its mem- 
bership the following committees which shall be charged with definite 
responsibilities in the work of the Convention; 

A. Committee of Missionary Cooperation, consisting as far as 
practicable of one member from each association. 

B. Finance Committee, consisting of five members, including the 
President. 

C. Committee on Religious Education, consisting of seven mem- 
bers. 

D. Publicity Committee, consisting of five members. 

E. Committee on Work Among New Americans, consisting of five 
members. 

F. Committee on Aided Churches, consisting as far as practicable 
of one member from each association. 

G. Committee on Evangelism, consisting as far as practicable of 
one member from each association. 

H. Executive Committee, consisting of fifteen members, including 
the President, who shall be chairman, the First Vice-President, the 
Second Vice-President, and the chairmen of the standing committees 
of the Board of Managers named above. 

Sec. 13. The Board of Managers may appoint from its member- 
ship or from the Convention such other committees as may be neces- 
sary to the successful conduct of the work. 

Sec. 14. The Board shall make a full report of its transactions 
at least annually to the Convention. 
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ARTICLE III. DUTIES OF THE COMMITTEES OF 
THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. Committee of Missionary Cooperation. 

(a) The Committee of Missionary Cooperation shall be the 
medium through which the Convention shall cooperate with the Board 
of Missionary Cooperation of the Northern Baptist Convention. 

(b) Under the direction of the General Secretary, the Committee 
of Missionary Cooperation shall each year conduct the campaign to 
raise the unified missionary budget of the Convention and cooperating 
national societies. 

(c) The representative of the Convention on the Board of Mis- 
sionary Cooperation shall be elected by the Board of Managers. He 
(or she) shall be nominated by the Committee of Missionary Cooper- 
ation and shall by virtue of this election be also a member of the Com- 
mittee of Missionary Cooperation. 

(d) The committee shall make a report of its work at the annual 
meeting of the Convention. 

Section 2. Finance Committee. 

(a) The Finance Committee shall direct the Treasurer in the 
handling of all the Convention Funds and in the investing of trust 
funds, subject to the approval of the Board of Managers. 

(b) The chairman or vice-chairman of the committee shall 
countersign all orders drawn on the Treasurer by the Recording 
Secretary of the Board of Managers at the authorization of the Board 
of Managers or its Executive Committee. 

(c) -The Finance Committee shall not permit any of the funds 
of the Convention to be loaned to any ofiicer, legal adviser, or mem- 
ber of the Board of Managers, or to any corporation or business en- 
terprise in which any of them is personally interested. 

(d) The Finance Committee shall not permit the use of the Per- 
manent Funds belonging to the Convention, except as authorized by 
the Board of Managers. 

(e) The Finance Committee shall require all the financial agents 
of the Convention to make their annual reports covering the same 
period of time. 

(f) It shall be the duty of the committee to prepare each year a 
missionary budget to be submitted to the Board of Managers, when 
approved by it, to the churches. The committee shall receive from the 
General Secretary an estimate of the amount of money needed by the 
Convention for the ensuing year and from the Board of Missionary 
Cooperation the apportionment of the cooperating national societies 
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falling to the churches of Connecticut, and on the basis of such in 
formation make up the unified budget to be approved by the Board of 
Managers, with or without changes, and submitted to the churches. 

(g) The committee shall make a report of its transactions at the 
annual meeting of the Convention. 

Section 3. The Committee on Religious Education. 

(a) The Committee on Religious Education shall promote the 
work of religious education in its different phases, including church 
school and Young People’s activities. Teacher Training, Daily Vaca- 
tion Bible Schools, and all other lines of instruction and study includ- 
ed in a comprehensive and balanced program of religious education 
for the local church. , 

(b) The committee shall maintain close cooperation with the 
American Baptist Publication Society and the General Board of 
Education of the Northern Baptist Convention, in order to partici- 
pate in the development of the denomination’s plans of religious 
education. 

(c) The committee shall approve all religious education programs 
before they may be promoted in the state in the name of the Con- 
vention. 

(d) The committee shall report to the Convention at the annual 
meeting, through tne Secretary of Religious Education, or its chair- 
man. 

Section 4. The Publicity Committee. 

(a) The Publicity Committee shall have charge of the publication 
of The Connecticut Baptist. It shall appoint a Business Manager and 
cooperate with him in circulating the paper. It shall present the in- 
terests of the paper to the Convention at its meetings and devise 
means of increasing its subscription list. 

(b) The committee shall cooperate with the secretaries, as oppor- 
tunity permits, in the distribution of such literature as will best ac- 
quaint the churches with the needs and achievements of the Conven- 
tion and the denomination. 

Section 5. The Committee on Work Among New Americans. 

(a) The Committee on Work Among New Americans shall have 
charge of the work conducted by the Convention among New Ameri- 
cans, cooperating with the General Secretary and his associates, as 
they may direct, in promoting the interests of this department. 

(b) The com.mittee shall report to the Convention through the 
General Secretary or his associates. 
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Section 6. The Committee on Aided Churches. 

(a) The Committee on Aided Churches shall have charge of the 
work of the Convention in aided churches, cooperating with the Gen- 
eral Secretary and his associates, as they may direct, in promoting the 
interests of this department. 

(b) The committee shall report to the Convention through the 
General Secretary or his associates. 

Section 7. The Committee on Evangelism. 

(a) The Committee on Evangelism shall serve as the medium 
through which the Convention shall cooperate with the churches in 
promoting the interests of evangelism in the state. It shall seek 
particularly to lead the churches aided by the Convention out into 
evangelistic endeavor. 

(b) The committee shall report to the Convention at the annual 
meeting. 

Section 8. The Executive Committee. 

(a) The Executive Committee shall meet four times during the 
year, in the months of October, January, April, and July, on dates to 
be fixed by itself. 

(b) It shall hold special meetings whenever necessary, at the call 
of the President. 

(c) The committee shall act on all matters of business arising 
during the interim between meetings of the Board of Managers; pass 
on all applications for aid from churches not acted on by the Board; 
provided, however, that no contract or agreement made by the com- 
mittee shall remain in force beyond the time of the next meeting of 
the Board of Managers, unless approved by it; except in such cases 
as have been referred to the committee for final action. 

(d) The committee shall make a full report of all its transactions 
to the Board of Managers at its next meeting. 

(e) 'Seven members shall constitute a quorum. 

Section 9. The duties of such other committees as shall be ap- 
pointed by the Board of Managers shall be defined by the Board. 

Section 10. Necessary expenses incurred by the members of the 
committees of the Board of Managers in the discharge of their duties 
shall be paid by the Convention. 

Section 11. The committees of the Board of Managers as early in 
the Convention year as possible shall submit to the Finance Com- 
mittee through the General Secretary a careful estimate of the money 
needed during the year for the successful conduct of the work in their 
respective departments, to be included in the budget for the Conven- 
tion work. 
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Section 12. All standing committees of the Board of Managers 
shall provide for the keeping of an accurate record of their trans- 
actions in permanent form, and shall make reports to the Board when- 
ever it is necessary. 

ARTICLE IV. DUTIES OF THE OFFICERS OF THE 
BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. The General Secretary. 

(a) The General Secretary shall have supervision of the entire 
work of the Convention, under the direction of the Board of Managers 
and its Executive Committee, including the raising of the money 
needed for the “work of the Convention and the cooperating national 
societies. 

(b) He and his associates shall visit, advise, and encourage the 
churches, paiticularly those aided by the Convention, as opportunity 
may occur, and seek to lead them into participation in the missionary 
work of the denomination. 

(c) He may not pledge pecuniary aid to churches or missionaries, 
e.<vcept as authorized by the Board of Managers or its Executive Com- 
mittee: provided, however, that with the consent of the Finance Com- 
mittee he may in emergencies expend not more than one hundred 
(|100) dollars in any one month for supply preachers for needy 
pastorless churches, or for evangelistic or missionary services in such 
churches. 

(d) He shall attend all the meetings of the Board of Managers 
and its Executive Committee, to counsel and advise as he can con- 
cerning the work of the Convention, but shall not have the power to 
vote. 

(e) He shall himself, or through his associates, direct the activ- 
ities of all the committees of the Board of Managers. 

(f) He shall each year submit to the Finance Committee a care- 
ful estim-ate of the amount of money needed to carry on the work of 
the Convention, to be included in the unifled missionary budget. 

(g) He shall serve as Recording Secretary of the Convention, the 
Board of Managers, and the Executive Committee, and shall have 
charge of the printing of the Connecticut Baptist Annual. 

Section 2. Associate Secretary. 

(a) The Associate Secretary shall cooperate with the General 
Secretary, as he and the Board of Managers may direct, in the work 
of the Convention. 

Section 3. Secretary of Religious Education. 

(a) The Secretary of Religious Education, under the direction of 
the General Secretary and the Board of Managers through its Com- 
mittee on Religious Education, shall have special charge of the work 
of religious education. 
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(b) He shall make a report annually to the Convention. 

Section 4. Treasurer. 

(a) The Treasurer shall be the custodian of the funds of the Con- 
vention, both invested and current, receiving and disbursing, or in- 
vesting the same as directed by the Finance Committee. 

(b) The Treasurer shall make payments out of the treasury on 
written order from the Secretary of the Board of Managers counter- 
signed by the chairman or the vice-chairman of the Finance Commit- 
tee. 

(c) The Treasurer shall keep separate accounts of the various 
funds of the Convention, and report and account to the Convention 
annually and each quarter as directed by the Finance Committee. 

(d) The Treasurer shall give corporate bond to the Convention 
in such sum hs the Finance Committee, with the approval of the Board 
of Managers, may require. 

Section 5. Auditor. 

The Auditor shall audit the accounts of all financial agents of the 
Convention annually at the end of the fiscal year and make report to 
the Convention through the Finance Committee, or quarterly if the 
committee shall require. 

Section 6. Collector of Missionary Funds. 

(a) The Collector of Missionary Funds shall receive all current 
contributions of churches and individuals to the Convention and 
cooperating national societies and turn same over to the Treasurer 

as directed by the Finance Committee. 

(b) The Collector shall give corporate bonds to the Convention 
in such sum as the Finance Committee, with the approval of the Board 
of Managers, may require. 

Section 7. The duties of such other agents as may be appointed 

by the Board of Managers shall be defined by the Board. 

/ 

ARTICLE V. RULES TO GOVERN APPROPRIATIONS 

1. All churches assisted by the Convention shall make their quar- 
terly reports to the Board through the General Secretary. All ap- 
propriations to churches shall be made quarterly, and no applications 
for aid will be considered until the report of the church has been re- 
ceived. Quarterly reports must be sent in during the first weeks in 
October, January, April and July. 

2. Except as hereinafter stated, appropriations will be made to 
churches only when such churches have settled pastors, and when they 
shall have made, within the year preceding, contributions for at least 
three objects of benevolence, including the work of the Connecticut 
Baptist Convention, and when they shall have satisfied the Board 
that their methods of raising funds are systematic, and best adapted 
for securing the largest possible revenues from their local con- 
stituencies. 
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3. No appropriations shall be made to any church, when in the 
judgment of the Executive Committee the pastor or the church is not 
considered worthy of such aid. It is therefore required that any 
church, without a pastor, applying for aid, shall confer with the 
General Secretary, or the Executive Committee, before the choice and 
settlement of a pastor. 

4. No appropriation shall be recommended or be made toward 
the erection of any house of worship until the approval of the plan 
by the Executive Committee shall have been secured; and in all cases 
where such appropriations amount to $500 or more, the church or 
society so aided shall excute to the Convention a deed of trust of the 
property; which shall be held by the Convention until such time as 
the Board of Managers shall deem it expedient to reconvey the prop- 
erty. 


ARTICLE VI. AMENDMENTS 


These By-Laws, except such as refer to the duties of the Treasurer 
and of the Finance Committee, may be changed or additions made 
thereto at any meeting of the Convention by a majority vote. Such 
of the By-Laws as refer to the duties of the Treasurer and of the 
Finance Committee, excepting By-Laws of the Board of Managers 
Article III, Section 2, Paragraph (f), shall be of equal binding force 
with the provisions of the Constitution, and can be changed only by a 
two-thirds vote of all the members present at the annual meeting of 
the Convention, after one year’s notice. 


LEGACIES AND ANNUITIES 

In all legal documents the name of the organization should appear 
as The Connecticut Baptist Convention. The General Secretary of 
the Convention will be glad to talk with or advise any person desirous 
of making a bequest for the direct uses of the Convention or for the 
Convention to hold in trust for the purposes of any particular object. 
Gifts of money ultimately for the benefit of the Convention will be 
gladly accepted and interest according to the established annuity 
rates will be paid, to the donor during life. This plan has the advan- 
tage of yielding an exceptionally large rate of interest to the donor 
for life and assures the Convention of the entire amount of money 
desired to be given at the death of the donor without deduction by the 
settlement of the estate.

Rev. E. C. Prettyman, supt. of the Connecticut Temperance and 

Anti-Saloon League spoke briefly. 

After prayer the session adjourned. 
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Friday Morning 

Tlie Convention proper was called to order by President Pitt at 
9:30 a. m. The devotional services were conducted by Rev. R. I. Por- 
ter, New London. Dr. M. C. Burt, 1st. vice-president was called to the 
chair and presided over the remainder of the session. 

Rev. J. J. Allen, pastor of the church and chairman of the pro- 
gram committee, presented the report of the committee in the form of 
printed programs. This report, with a few minor changes, was adopt- 
ed. 

After the singing of a hymn the chairman presented Honorable 
Ernest E. Rogers, Lieutenant Governor of Connecticut and senior dea- 
con of the entertaining church, who, in behalf of the church, extended 
a cordial welcome. He gave a brief sketch of the early history of the 
Baptists in the state. Ten miles away, in the town of Groton, the first 
Baptist church in Connecticut was organized in 1705. His own church 
was organized in 1804. The whole atmosphere of the convention from 
the opening to the close was charged with welcome and hospitality. 

The welcome of Mr. Rogers was seconded by the pastor. Rev. J. J. 
Allen. 

The president responded thanking the church for its gracious hos- 
pitality and welcome. Already it was evident that the Convention in 
attendance and interest was establishing a new record. 

President Pitt then delivered his fifth and last President’s address. 

PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

The work of the year has moved forward along practically the 
same lines as in previous years. The one new departure was a co- 
operative effort in the field of evangelism with Rhode Island. Dr. 
Stull who was our leader in this field has returned to Ohio and Rhode 
Island has decided to combine evangelism with religious education 
under the leadership of one man. This we think a wise step and 
we would recommend similar action here in Connecticut. 

The giving of our churches for missions at home and across the 
seas surpassed that of the previous years. Receipts ahead of last 
year. This is remarkable when you think of the industrial conditions. 
It bears out the statement that “it is not hard times but hard hearts 
that keep the missionary treasury empty.” 

We have some who are greatly interested in missions abroad and 
some who are especially interested in missions in our own state and 
country. We have some who are chiefly concerned with the Gospel 
for the individual and some who are concerned with the Gospel for 
social and civic relations. The truth is that our Gospel includes all 
of these but few of us are balanced enough and broad enough to in- 
clude the sweep of our Gospel which begins in the heart of an individ- 
ual and is consummated in the Kingdom of God. “O, the love of God 
is broader than the measure of man’s rpind.” 
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People who do not want things to be different or better in the com- 
munity or state, in the nation or the world tell us to preach the sim- 
ple Gospel and keep hands off civic affairs. The foolishness of this 
advice came home to me one day last spring when I went out to see 
my garden, out in the wilds of Connecticut. That garden had been 
well fertilized and ploughed. The very best seed had been bought and 
planted. Sufficient time had elapsed since the planting to begin to see 
results of my labors and I went out with high hopes. Imagine my 
disappointment when I discovered that the crows, the woodchucks and 
the deer had visited my garden and were in the act of ruining the re- 
sults of my efforts. 

Now what advice would the simple Gospel people have given me in 
that hour of disappointment? They would have said, your business is 
that of a gardner. You must cultivate the garden and keep down the 
weeds in the hope that something may be saved. My neighbor was 
nearer to me that day than these wise ones for I found him on the 
porch of that summer home, gun in hand, waiting for the crow, the 
wood-chuck, and the deer, for he knew that if these enemies prevailed 
I would have no garden worth cultivating. And yet my neighbor with 
a gun was not enough. That garden needed a hoe at work around 
each individual plant bringing air and later moisture, so when I left 
that day I left my neighbor with the commission that he take the hoe 
as well as the gun. 

The insufficiency of the neighbor with only a gun in hand was 
brought home to me ’ere the close of the summer. In his own garden 
he had become so interested in enemies and fighting them that he had 
neglected to cultivate it at all. He built a crow’s nest up in the trees 
where he could remain hidden from view and watch for the wood- 
chucks and the crows. But before autumn came he had no garden 
worth guarding. It is a wise church which uses both gun and hoe, 
the hoe to cultivate and the gun to protect. The hoe represents evan- 
gelism and the work of religions training and culture, and the gun rep- 
resents our civic duty in trying to make the community and the coun- 
try places where it is easy to do right and hard to do wrong. 

It interests me greatly to note that three outstanding Baptist 
women, Mrs. Peabody, Mrs. Montgomery, and Mrs. Eulette all started 
out with the hoe and the idea of planting and cultivating a world mis- 
sionary garden. But all three came to see that the hoe is not enough 
so now they are all arming themselves with a gun, all three have join- 
ed heartily with the forces fighting the wets as they try to undeimine 
prohibition. You will find these same women egually interested in the 
fight for peace and for industrial justice and good will. 

In regard to the temperance fight in our state there is little that 
can be said since neither political party took a stand that would glad- 
den the hearts of the best people in the state. The chief thing to be 
thankful for lies in what has not been done. The real fight is likely 
to come in the legislature this winter when an attempt will be made to 
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repeal the state enforcement act. We hope that when that time comes 
the leaders who saw to it that no repeal plank was placed in their plat- 
form will respect the position of the drys as much after election as be- 
fore. The fight is on throughout the nation and the next two years 
are likely to witness as severe a battle as any yet seen in the hundred 
years of crusading since the struggle began. Has not the hour struck 
for all good men and women of every creed and party to unite under 
the slogan, They Shall Not Pass. I am glad to make the words of a 
distinguished Roman Catholic, P. H. Callahan of Kentucky, the vehicle 
of my own thought and purpose : “The use of intoxicating liquors was 
born in the long ago, and it is only natural that the battle for its elim- 
ination should be a hard one. But the sun will never set again on a 
sodden America, reeling under the influence of alcohol. To that con- 
summation we should all pledge ourselves. We have tried temperance 
societies and state and local regulation without success. W^e are not 
going to turn back, in spite of the anti-prohibition propagandists who 
have always predicted that the law could not be enforced and with 
whom the wish is the father to the thought. Nor are we going to per- 
mit the bootleggers and their friends to run the government of the 
United States. It has conquered its enemies from without; it will 
not surrender to its enemies from Avithin.” 

Our devotion to one cause, howtiver, must not blind us to others. 
We are all aware of the industrial conditions throughout the state and 
the nation. Many people are out of work, many more are on short 
time. This coming winter is likely to bring real suffering to many a 
family. I am heartily In favor of maintaining our standard of giving 
to missions abroad but that is not enough for this hour. What about 
the people who are in need at home? 

I have not the wisdom to say what the state should do but I am 
confident that a great deal more could be done than is being done by 
the people of the churches to provide work for our own who desire to 
work thus saving them and their families from suffering and from pau- 
perization. I am pleading not for charity but for an opportunity to 
work and be independent. A society that is piling up millions in the 
savings banks and at the same time is finding it necessary to double its 
dole to the poor is still far from the Kingdom of God. 

^ The peace of the world is the concern of all the followers of Christ. 
Chief Justice Hughes declares that “the distinctive task of this genera- 
tion is building the machinery of peace.” We are grateful for what 
was accomplished in the London Naval Pact especially for the better 
understanding between Great Britain and the United States. The 
chief disappointment of the conference was the way in which the Kel- 
logg Peace Pact was forgotten or ignored. If this should continue 
some future generation may find that great pact as the Hebrews found 
Deuteronomy buried in the temple long ago. In the coming months 
President Hoover will need all the help the friends of peace can fur- 
nish in bringing the United States into the World Court. It is hoped 
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that we shall do all in our power through our senators and in every 
other way possible to help make this court a bit of world machinery in 
the interest of peace. 

This reference to Avorld peace naturally causes us to think of 
world missions. “For the real alternative to the military way is the 
missionary way.” Even a high military authority charged with the 
defense of the peshwar district in India testified that Theodore Pen- 
nell traveling unarmed with his medicine chest about the Indian N. 
W. frontier was worth more than a couple of British regiments to the 
peace of India. The Love of God released through men like that, 
men like Livingstone in Africa and, C. P. Andrews in India, is our chief 
hope for the peace of the world. 

“Confronted by international relations that constantly flouts 
Christ’s law of love, there is laid on all who bear His name the sol- 
emn obligation to labor unceasingly for a new world order in which 
justice shall be secured for all peoples, and every occasion for war or 
threat of war be removed.” 

This is one good reason for continuing our missionary labors in 
all nations. It is not the chief reason, however, and with reference to 
that I wish to close. The chief reason lies in the very nature of God 
and of Christ and of our religion. God so loved that He gave His only 
begotten Son.” “Ye know the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ that, 
though He was rich, yet for your sakes He became poor.” 

What we need to fit us for every phase of our work is a fresh first 
hand experience of the grace of God in Jesus Christ. We greatly need 
a new appreciation of our Gospel and its meaning for us and for the 
whole world. 

We began by saying that it had been winter in the heart of the 
world in these years since the war. I close by saying that I believe 
w'e are on the eve of a new springtime of religion that will bring an 
enrichment of life to us and an enduement of power with which to 
share this life beginning in our home town and extending throughout 
the state and the nation and even unto the uttermost parts of the 
earth. 

After the singing of a hymn, Mrs. F. W. Payne, Hartford, literature 
secretary of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut, was 
introduced and in a spicy, interesting way, spoke of the missionary 
books and literature on display in the registration room.

The report of the Department of Religious Education was submit- 
ted by Secretary Oscar P. Campbell. Mrs. -Jennie Reed Dixon, Child- 
ren’s worker for the state, spoke briefly on the report. Voted, that the 
report of the Department of Religious Education be adopted and print- 
ed in the Annual.

The hour for the annual sermon was reached at this point. The 
chairman selected a hymn written by Rev. S. Dryden Phelps, father of 
the preacher of the day. Dr. William Lyon Phelps, Lampson professor 
of English literature in Yale University and honorary pastor of Cal- 
vary Baptist Church, New Haven. The father preached the annual 
sermon for the Convention sixty-flve years ago. 

Dr. Phelps selected his text and topic in keeping with the Con- 
vention motto, ‘The Church a Home Builder.” The text was Ephesians 
3:15. Religion and the home are intimately related and mutually help- 
ful to each other. He spoke of four families, the Nazareth family — • 
Jesus, Mary and Joseph; the divine family — Father, Son and Spirit; 
the human family — father, mother and children and the ‘‘whole fam- 
ily” in heaven and on earth. Jesus is the great, dominant personality 
in the life of the world. Jesus is the revelation of God and we And 
all that we need to know of God in Jesus Christ. He carried on a re- 
lentless warfare against the devastating sins of humanity, formality, 
hardness and avarice, which menace the life and happiness of the 
home. 

Following the singing of a hymn, the remainder of the annual re- 
ports were received and considered. The annual report of the treasur- 
er, The Hartford National Bank and Ti’ust Company, was submitted by 
Secretary Gates. Voted, that the report of the treasurer be received, 
adopted and printed in the Annual.

Miss Mary L. Howard, Hartford, president of the Woman’s Baptist 
Mission Society of Connecticut, was introduced and delivered an ad- 
dress. She urged a deeper interest in missions, which she declared is 
the great and necessary work of the church and Christians. Jesus 
said, “Go.” She spoke of appreciation for the service and regret for 
the resignations from the official roll of the society, of Mrs. A. M. 
Brown, Jewett City and Mrs. J. R. Holley, Bristol, and named their 
successors, Mrs. Henry S. Palmer, New Haven and Miss Jennie Long, 
New London. 

A pleasing vocal solo and encore were rendered by Mrs. Forrista 
Bowman of the New Hope Baptist Church, Danbury. 

As the report of the treasurer covers the fiscal year, which closes 
April 30, the secretary made a brief statement on the present status 
of the treasury. 

Princess Ataloa, an Indian princess, one of the faculty of Bacone 
College, Oklahoma, delivered another interesting address. She spoke 
of the infiuence and work of Bacone. 

An offering was taken, followed by the singing of a hymn. 

Miss Esther Brooks Phelps, New York, National Field Secretary 
of the World Wide Guild and Children’s World Crusade, was intro- 
duced and spoke of the training of the future church and its leaders 
thru the W. W. G. and C. W. C. 

Rev. Charles H. Heimsath, Bridgeport, chairman of the Committee 
on Evangelism, reported for that committee. 

Voted, that the report on Evangelism be adopted and printed in the 
minutes. 

Dr. John N. Lackey, Hartford, spoke on “Evangelism.” This 
strong address dealt with the perennial need and the diversity of meth- 
ods necessary for its most effective prosecution. The speaker includ- 
ed in the methods mass, educational and personal evangelism. These 
methods can be used simultaneously, or separately as the local situa- 
tion demands. Failure in this fundamental task means failure in the 
biggest thing the church is commissioned to do. 

Rev. Bruce E. Jackson, New York, head of the Field Activities De- 
partment of the Board of Missionary Cooperation, was the next speak- 
er. He said, that we as Baptists were facing this year a loyalty test- 
ing situation, due to the general business and labor conditions. He 
iiiged great confidence in the infinite resources of God and the sac- 
rificial spirit of His church. Retreat should be banished from our 
thinking and advance be prominent in our prayers and plans. He gave 
four elements of victory, full information of the task, contact with in- 
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spiring sources, individual responsibility for the work and surrender ot 
self to God, to be used as sacrificial channels for the outpouring o lo 
infinite resources. 

President Pitt, introduced the president-elect. Rev. Burtt N. 
Timhie, Meriden. 

On motion of Dr. John N. Lackey, it was Voted, that the Conven- 
tion express its appreciation for the five years of splendid service that 
Dr. Pitt has rendered the Convention as president and the assurance to 
Mr. Tiinbie, president-elect, of the loyalty of the Convention to him as 

president. 

The Convention adjourned to give the Connecticut Baptist Educa- 
tion Society opportunity to hold its annual meeting. (See Report). 


Women’s Banquet 

The women’s banquet was held in the social rooms of the entertain- 
ing church, Friday, 5: 30 p. m. Miss Mary L. Howard, presided. Two 

hundred sixty-six people attended. Miss Howard introduced Princess 
Ataloa, Miss Ether Brooks Phelps and Mrs. Clayton D. Eulette, Chica- 
go, who with the speaker were guests of honor. The speaker was 
Miss Prances Tencate, India, gave an inspiring address on mission 

work in India. 

Friday Evening 

President Pitt called the Convention to order at 7:30 o’clock. 

The devotional period was conducted by Rev. R. A. Moody, Hart- 
ford. He spoke on the importance of religion in the home. 

The first speaker of the evening was Mrs. Clayton D. Eulette, Chi- 
cago, who delivered, by request, the address she gave at the Cleveland 
Convention on “Dangers Confronting the Home.” The American 
home, she said, is the foundation of our national life and there are 
many evil influences menacing its life. A home should be a studio, a 
workshop producing Christian character. The so called dangers, such 
as, the limited room, the auto, the new economic status of women, etc., 
were challenges and not dangers. Adjustment to these conditions 
must be made. Three elements are necessary to a real home, love, 
permanence and children. Anything that strikes at these elements is a 
real danger. The great menace to the home is selfishness which de- 
velops into lawlessness. Christ is the head of the ideal home. 

After the singing of a hymn, the chairman introduced Rev. James 
M. Baker, Ongole, India, the successor to Dr. J. E. Clough. He spoke 
out of a rich experience and devoted service covering a period of 35 
years, following his graduation from Rochester Seminary in 1895. 
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He urged the men to read the mission books on India and other mis- 
sion fields. Study of books covering the missionary life makes for 
peace and participation. 

After singing and the closing prayer by Rev. E. R. Allen, Essex, 
father of the pastor of the entertaining church, the Convention ad- 
journed. 

Saturday Morning 

The Convention was called to order by Mrs. Allen W. Brown, West 
Hartford, second vice-president. 

The devotional service was conducted by Rev. A. E. Hylan, Poquo- 
nock Bridge. 

The order of business called for the reports of the standing com- 
mittees. 

The Ministerial Standing Committee reported thru its chairman. 
Rev. Herbert B. Hutchins, Quaker Hill. 

Voted, that the report of the Committee on Ministerial Standing be 
adopted and printed in the Annual. 

(See Report) 

In the absence of Rev. R. W. E. DeWolfe, Moosup, chaiinnan, the 
Committee on New Churches, reported thru Secretary Gates. One 
new church, the Hopewell Baptist Church, Hartford, was properly rec- 
ognized during the year. Voted, that the report of the Committee on 
New Churches be adopted. 

The report of the Committee on Missionary Education was sub- 
mitted by Mrs. B. R. Gardner, Jewett City. 

The report of the Obituary Committee was submitted by Dr. Dry- 
den W. Phelps, New Haven. 

Voted, that the report of the Obituary Committee be adopted and or- 
dered printed in the Annual. 

(See Report) 

The chairman introduced Rev. A. P. Solandt, Southington, who 
represented the Lord’ Day League of New England. He made an ap- 
peal for full sympathy with the work of the League. 

In the absence of Rev. Alexander Kinda, South Norwalk, chairman 
of the Enrollment Committee, Secretary Gates submitted the report. 
The registrations were upwards of 350' and the number for whom en- 
tertainment was arranged was about 100. These figures do not give an 
adequate idea of the large attendance at all of the sessions. In point 
of sustained attendance, interest and inspiration, the Convention this 
year was among the best held in recent years. Voted, that the report 
of the Enrollment Committee be adopted. 

Secretary Gates spoke of the experiment of holding the annual 
meetings at the end of the week instead of the early days, and request- 
ed action concerning the time in the week for next year’s anniversaries. 
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Voted, that the matter of the clays in the week for holding the Con- 
necticut Baptist Anniversaries be referred to the Board of Managers 
with power. 

The Convention having run ahead of its time schedule, Miss Fran- 
ces Tencate, India, kindly consented to give an impromptu address. In 
a very instructive and interesting way she spoke on ‘ Witnessing for 
Christ in India.” She spoke of three ways in which the church can 
witness in India, by its evangelistic, medical and educational programs.

After the singing of a hymn, the chairman presented Rev. James 
M. Baker, India, who delivered another stirring address on India. His 
topic was “The Relation of Work in India to the World’s Work.” Dr. 
Baker has visited many of the churches in Connecticut during the 
weeks preceding and following the CoiiA'^ention. The supreme need of 
India 'and her life is Jesus Christ. By request of the chairman. Dr. 
Baker concluded his address by repeating the Lord’s Prayer in Telugu. 

The Committee on Resolutions reported thru its chairman. Rev. C. 
B. Jensen, Hartford. 

Voted, that the report of the Committee on Resolutions be adopted and 
ordered printed in the Annual. 

(See Report) 

The next speaker was Mrs. Wm. E. Chalmers, Philadelphia, whose 
husband was the head of the department of Religious Education at the 
time of his death. She emphasized the need of readjusting ourselves 
to the rapidly changing world by reeducation that we may not be left 
behind. Relationships must be known and understood. “The world 
moves forward on the feet of children,” but they cannot make pro- 
gress without adults. 

Rev. Edwin E. Sundt, New York, secretary of the department of 
rural and village churches, of The American Baptist Home Mission 
Society, formerly pastor of the Willington Church, was the next speak- 
er. He spoke on the topic, “Some Implications of our Present Rural 
Life.” He reminded the audience of the marvellous changes in the 
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rural communities within the last twenty-five years. There are signs 
of spiritual decay and religion and the rural churches are on retreat. 
Less than ten per cent are making progress. Less than five per cent 
are holding their own. Thousands of rural churches are destined to 
close in the next generation. The rural church has lost its power by 
incorporating in its program worldly things with no moral or spiritual 
value. The remedy for these conditions lies in a rigid examination of 
the heart, the church program, the individual life, and a rediscovery of 

Christ. Mr. Sundt was ordained in the First Baptist Church, New 
London. 

Following singing and prayer by Rev. George R. Atha, the Con- 
vention adjourned. 

Saturday Afternoon 

The afternoon session of the Convention was' called to order by the 
president at two o’clock. 

The devotional period was conducted by a group of young people 
from the Central Baptist Church, Hartford, led by Miss Pearl Manuel. 
The theme of the worship period was “Adventuring with God.” Miss> 

Dorothy M. Duffy, Hartford, sang a solo. Miss Helen Johnson was pian- 
ist. 

Dean Thomas Waring, Colgate-Rochester Divinity School, Roches- 
ter, N. Y., delivered an address on “Tremendous Trifies.” He said we 
were in danger of losing sight of the tremendous importance of the 
little things of our civilization. Life is made or marred by trifies 
God works thru small things. 

Dr. Wm. J. Sly, Norwich, led in prayer. 

The Convention then divided into conferences.

D. Rural and Smaller Churches Conference was led by Rev. E. 

E. Sundt.

BOARD OF MANAGERS 


The Board of Managers, to The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention 

Greeting; 

Your Board of Managers respectfully submits its one hundred 
seventh annual report covering its activities for the Convention year 
1929-1930. 

Meetings of the Board 

The Board of Managers, Dr. David A. Pitt, chairman and Elbert E. 
Gates, secretary, held five meetings during the year, one of these was 
an adjourned meeting of the Board: which was held in November and 
a special meeting in January, the latter taking the place of the reg- 
lar meeting of the executive committee. Due to the importance of 
the first meeting of the new board and the small attendance, usually, 
at its meeting when held on the morning of the second day of the 
Convention, the By-Laws of the Convention were amended at this point 
and the date of the meoting of the new board was set for a day within 
one month of the adjournment of the annual meeting of the Conven- 
tion. The agenda for the first meeting calls for the election of the 
general secretary and his associates, the election of a treasurer, the 
division of the board into the committees of the board, the adoption of 
a budget for the year beginning May 1st of the following year, the 
adoption of the missionary quota for the state and the subdivision of 
that quota to the churches, the division of the operating budget to 
equitably cover as far as possible the needs of the departments, — ad- 
ministrative, educational, missionary — including aided churches and 
new Americans, cooperating societies — including the Woman’s Mission 
Society of Connecticut, the Laymen’s Council, the Connecticut Council 
of Federated Churches, The Connecticut Baptist Education Society, 
The Connecticut Baptist and the committee of missionary cooperation. 
The last named has a budget independent of the operating budget of 
the Convention. There has been one change in the personnel of the 
board during the year. Rev. Harold B. Camp, pastor of Calvary Bap- 
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list Church, New Haven, resigned. He accepted the unanimous call of 
the First Baptist Church of Oakland, California. Mr. Camp has serv- 
ed as a member of the Board, the executive and evangelistic commit- 
tees. He was popular in his own church and city and throughout the 
state. Mr. Camp’s brotherliness was expressed in his ready willing- 
ness to help when called upon for addresses or other service. 

The Secretarial Staff 

Ihe secretarial staff and field workers have had a busy year. 
General Secretary Elbert E. Gates, has in addition to the administra- 
tive work of his office, which includes the supervision of all the de- 
partments of service, lias visited churches and missions as occasion 
required, has served as an intermediary between churches and can- 
didates for pastorates, visited associations and delivered addresses in 
churches in the interest of the Convention and its work, has edited 
the Annual and assisted in editing The Connecticut Baptist. Secre- 
tary of Missionary Cooperation and Associate Secretary, Rev. Horace 
B. Sloat, has directed the promotional activities of the Convention, 
which is the collecting agency of the missionary funds of the Northern 
Baptist Convention. He is the collector and the editor and manager 
of The Connecticut Baptist. His field duties include the setting-up 
and conducting the mid-year meetings of the associations, booking 
missionaries and other speakers, superintending the stereopticon de- 
pository and visiting churches. Secretary of Religious Education, 
Rev. O. P. Campbell, who is engaged by the Convention in cooperation 
with The American Baptist Publication Society, directs the activities 
of the educational and young people’s departments. His duties in- 
clude the direction of the Royal Ambassadors Camp for boys and the 
Storrs Summer Assembly, setting-up daily vacation Bible schools, and 
teaching in the Ocean Park School of Methods. His field duties in- 
clude visiting churches and schools to conduct conferences or deliver 
addresses. He is an associate editor of The Connecticut Baptist. 
Director of Evangelism, Rev. C. H. Stull, was engaged by the Conven- 
tion in cooperation with the Rhode Island Convention and The Amer- 
ican Baptist Home Mission Society, for service in the states of Rhode 
Island and Connecticut. He served from November, 1929 to June, 
1930. He resigned to accept an invitation to return to the Ohio Con- 
vention, where he was its director for the preceding eight years. His 
work wms field work and he conducted campaigns in fifteen or more 
churches in Connecticut. The Office Secretary, Miss Elizabeth M. 
Raymond, faithfully and efficiently does all of the stenographic work 
and the book-keeping of the office. Her duties cover the amount of 
wmrk done by two or more stenographers in other offices. Her inti- 
mate knowledge of all the work of the Convention and her willing 
spirit makes her a valuable employee of the Convention. 
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Field Workers 

Rev. Frank S. Robbins, associational missionary, is employed by 
the Stonington Union Association in cooperation with the Convention. | 

His field of activity is among the smaller churches of that association. 

His special service in recent years has been with the Laurel Glen and 
Second North Stonington churches. Mrs. Jennie Reed Dixon, chil- 
dren’s worker, is an appointee of the Convention in cooperation with 
The American Baptist Publication Society. Her duties are the de- 
veloping of a corp of volunteer workers in the interest of children in 
the churches of the state and delivering and conducting conferences 
at the meetings of the associations and in individual churches. Miss 
Cynthia Moore is employed by the Convention in cooperation with the 
Bridgeport Baptist Council, of which she is the recording secretary. 

She serves as opportunity offers in all of the Baptist organizations in 
Bridgeport. During the year she has majored on the Italian mission, 
the daily vacation Bible school and the Council. All aided church 
pastors are field workers of the Convention and report quarterly on 
the activities and conditions in their churches. All New American 
pastors and missionaries are field workers of the Convention and re- 
port quarterly of their work to the Convention and The American 
Baptist Home Mission Society. 

Finances ^ 

The Convention has had another gratifying year financially. 

When the books closed, as of April 30, 1930, there was a balance on 
hand of over |5,000. with all bills paid. During the year two of the 
aided churches paid off their mortgages. The Convention cooperated 
by paying the interest whilst the churches reduced the principal. The 
Board, in view of the fact that very few of our young people have been 
attending the Ocean Park School of Methods and that the Convention 
holds its own summer assembly at Storrs Agricultural College, in 
Connecticut, has sold its cottage to the Ocean Park Association. This 
cottage was purchased by the Convention several years ago and nam- 
ed the Coats-Connecticut cottage in honor of the late Dr. Albert B. 

Coats, general secretary for sixteen years. This does not mean a 
lessening of our interest in the Ocean Park School. Young people 
from our state find that enrollment in the Judson and Hazeltine 
Camps, with the young people of other states, is preferable. Accom- 
modations are available in the other buildings of the New England 
Conference. 

The Convention has adopted the suggestion of the Board of Mis- 
sionary Cooperation of The Northern Baptist Convention of sending ^ 

all missionary money to New York, having that Board return to the 
Convention its share in the denominational receipts. Nearly all of the 
State Conventions have adopted this plan. The Convention accepted 
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as its quota for the year 1930-1931 the amounts of $170,000. for the 
unified budget of the denomination and $5,000. for The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention Endowment Fund of Suffield School. The consti- 
tuency of the Convention is aware of the fact that The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention is the authorized collecting agent of missionary 
contributions from the churches and individuals in the state. 

The Board again urges the friends of the Convention, when mak- 
ing their wills, to consider making bequests to the Convention, using 
the corporate name. The Connecticut Baptist Convention. In this 
way people can extend their missionary interest and help into the fu- 
ture indefinitely. The Convention is authorized to issue annuity con- 
tracts. These annuities bear a high rate of interest. In this way 
donors can secure a larger income from their money and be helpful to 
the Convention in the coming years. For information concerning be- 
quests and annuities see inside cover page of the Annual. 

It is gratifying that so many of the churches have adopted the 
policy of forwarding one-twelfth of its quota, or the amount on hand, 
toward the quota each month. This has proven to be a saving to the 
Convention and the denomination in the matter of interest on bor- 
rowed money. 

For full account of the Convention’s financial transactions and the 
collections from the churches, see reports of the Treasurer and the 
Committee of Missionary Cooperation. 

Committee Activities 

The Committee of Missionary Cooperation, whose activities are di- 
rected by Rev. Horace B. Sloat, secretary of this department and col- 
lector, had a successful year, although the full quota assigned to Con- 
necticut was not readied. The returns from the churches were ap- 
proximately the same as those of the previous year. The returns of 
Connecticut compare very favorably with those of other states. There 
have been several individual gifts from generous Baptists within the 
state to the missionary quota of the denomination, of which your Con- 
vention received its percentage. For full report of this committee’s 
activities see Report of the Committee of Missionary Cooperation. 

The Committee of Religious Education, whose activities are di- 
rected by Rev. O. P. Campbell, sponsored the summer assembly at 
Storrs. It had a fine faculty and a good attendance. A Royal Ambassa- 
dor Camp for boys was held this year at the Y. M. C. A. camp at 
Rainbow. Its record was equally as good as that of Storrs. These 
two enterprises have become a regular part of the program of the 
Convention. The work of religious education and young people’s 
work is carried on in cooperation with The American Baptist Publi- 
cation Society and the Baptist Young People’s Union of America. See 
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full report of the religious education activities in the Report of the 
Committee of Religious Education. 

State Ministerial Standing Committee. This is a very important 
committee as its recommendations concerning the ordination of min- 
isters effects the whole denomination, as ministers are ordained for 
all the churches, not only within the Northern Baptist Convention, 
but for all the Baptist world. Churches preparing for the ordination 
of a minister should not fail to consult the committee on ministerial 
standing. Such consultation is a courtesy due the denomination asi 
the committee is set up to safe guard the local church and the whole 
denomination. Your Board respectfully directs the attention of the 
churches to the By-Laws of the Convention, Article 111, Committee on 
Ministerial Standing. They will note that the recording of ministers 
names on the list of approved ministers published in The Connecticut 
Baptist Annual is subject to the approval of this committee. The 
Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board uses the standing of min- 
isters in the State Convention as a determining factor, when consid- 
ering applications for pensions or relief. 

The other committees of the Board, the Aided Churches, New 
Americans and Evangelism activities are described in detail in differ- 
ent parts of this report. 

State Missions 

The two leading missionary activities of the State Convention, 
known as “New American” and “Aided Churches” were continued 
during the year. With the exception of the Czecho-Slovak mission it 
is aided financially in the work amongst the “New Americans” by 
The American Baptist Home Mission Society. This work among the 
“New Americans” is the largest of any denomination within the state. 
Marks of progress have been evident and some changes in the person- 
nel! have taken place. 

New Americans 

The Czecho-Slovak missions, located in Calvary church, Torring- 
ton, and the German church, Bridgeport, under the leadership of Paul 
E. Skokan, have shown their interest in the larger work of the denom- 
ination by contributions to the missionary quota. 

Hungarian. The churches at Bridgeport, Rev. Ladislaus Revesz 
pastor, and Wallingford, Rev. Joseph Kovach pastor, and the mission 
at South Norwalk, Rev. Alexander Kinda missionary, covers the Con- 
vention activities among the Hungarians in this state. The Bridge- 
port church has not had a very satisfactory year owing to internal 
conditions. This matter is being adjusted as rapidly as possible by 
a committee of the Convention, cooperating with representatives of 
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the Home Mission Society and the Bridgeport Baptist Council. Rev. 
Ladislaus Revesz, pastor since 1922, resigned in June, to become ef- 
V fective August 31st. The building occupied by the Hungarian church 
belongs to the Convention. The work is supervised by the Baptist 
Council of Bridgeport. 

The Wallingford church has had a change in pastors. Rev. Ste- 
phen Balogh closed his work September 30, 1929. After several 
months. Rev. Joseph Kovach, Youngstown, Ohio, was called to the 
church and took up his work in March, 1930. This is Mr. Kovach’s 
second pastorate with the Wallingford church. 

The South Norwalk mission, which is also aided by the First 
church. South Norwalk, has had a satisfactory year. Several have 
been baptized. Mr. Kinda has had classes in English for any who 
cared to attend. A local organization recognized the worth of the 
school and the services of Mr. Kinda by presenting him with a purse 
of gold. Mr. Kinda has supplied the Bridgeport church for several 
weeks. 

Italian. The Italian work is located in two churches and four mis- 
sions. The two Italian churches are: the First Italian church, New 
Haven, Rev. J. E. Parrella pastor, located on Grand Avenue in a 
church edifice owned by the Convention, and the First Italian church, 
Meriden, Rev. D. Scalera pastor, which owns its own building. The 
New Haven Italian church is also aided and supervised by the New 
Haven Baptist Union and the Meriden church is also aided and super- 
vised by the First and Main Street churches, Meriden. The Water- 
bury mission. Rev. Arthur Ventura missionary, is supervised by the 
First church, Waterbury. A new building was erected and dedicated 
last year. The Bridgeport mission, located in the Second church, 
Bridgeport, is also aided and supervised by the Bridgeport Baptist 
Council. During the year, Rev. Biagio Isgro, who served the mission 
for eight years, was transferred at his own request to a mission in 
Syracuse, N. Y. The Convention, with the consent of the Home Mis- 
sion Society, made arrangements whereby Rev. Salvatore LoPresti, 
of the Ansonia mission, gives part of Sunday and two days in the 
week to the work of this mission. This arrangement has proven sat- 
isfactory. The Ansonia mission. Rev. Salvatore LoPresti missionary, 
is also aided and supervised by the First church, Ansonia. It occu- 
pies a chapel owned by the First church. The Hartford mission. Rev. 
A. Roca missionary, is also aided and supervised by the Hartford 
Baptist Union. This mission could improve its ministry if it could be 
located in a building of its own, where it would be free to put on a 
full program without the necessity which now exists of confining its 
activities to a limited number of hours during the week. It is at pres- 
ent located in the Village Street Mission owned and operated by the 
Congregationalists. 
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Russian. The work amongst the Russians is carried on by the 
Russian Evangelical Baptist church, which is aided by the Convention 
and interested parties in Hartford. This church carries on work in 
Hartford and Waterbury, in its own buildings, and in Ansonia, First 
Baptist church, and in Meriden, at the Main Street church, and holds 
occasional meetings in New Haven. All this work is carried on un- 
der the direction of Rev. John Daviduk pastor. Because of press of 
work, Mr. Daviduk resigned the editorship of the Russian paper “The 
Sower of Truth,” but continues as its business manager and publish- 
er. This paper carries religious information and inspiration to Rus- 
sian people all over North America and into Europe. 

Aided Churches 

Early in the life of the Convention it indicated its spirit by the 
types of work it did. To each cause according to its need was the 
general principle under which it worked. The limit being the need of 
the cause and the financial ability of the convention. The sense of the 
fraternal relationship of the whole group to a unit of it and the practi- 
cal and possible ministry of that unit led to the Convention recognizing 
its obligation as a big brother and the aided church department was 
established. Your Board is not unmindful of the suggestions of the 
Second Survey re the aided church, but it has yet to be convinced that 
no apparent promise of growth toward self-support would justify with- 
drawal of financial appropriations. Many churches have served the 
kingdom of God miost in the men and women they have given to other 
churches and in the men and women they have contributed to Chris- 
tian service at home and abroad. It takes innumerable small and ap- 
paiently unimportant streams to make a river large enough for navi- 
gation. It takes hundreds of small and apparently unimportant 
sources of income to make a budget large enough for the Baptist de- 
nomination to meet its responsibility to the human race and the king- 
dom of God. 

More and more it is becoming evident that this department should 
survey suburban areas and where possible assist in planting Sunday 
schools and organizing churches. Your Board has taken action in 
this direction and a committee has been appointed to make such a 
survey. Several opportunities for moving churches from down town 
districts out into residential sections have been considered. The 
limit upon the amount of money available retards this work. The 
strength of the Baptist denomination in Connecticut in the coming 
years aepends in part upon the action of the Convention at the pres- 
ent time. 

The By-Laws make it necessary that all churches aided by the 
Convention must contribute to the unified budget of the denomination 
and thereby be obedient to the great commission “To Go Into All the 
World.” The determining factor in the problem of the aided church 
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is the nature and need in the field in which it functions. This de- 
partment is supervised by the Committee on Aided Churches and the 
general secretary. The following churches have received aid on the 
pastors salary for all or part of the year, as follows;

The Convention, in keeping with its “big brother” spirit, has been 
aiding some of the churches in the reduction of a mortgage indebted- 
ness. These, are as follows: Montauk Avenue, New London, Rev. R. 
W. Ferguson pastor, completed the payment of its mortgage indebt- 
edness, April, 1930. The burning of the mortgage was a part of the 
celebration of the 90th anniversary of the organization of the church. 
This church cooperates in the whole denomination program by its 
missionary gifts. 

Danbury, New Hope, Rev. J. Edward Harris pastor, completed the 
payment of the mortgage of |5,000. on which the State Convention 
paid the interest during the liquidation of the debt. This group in less 
than the five year period covered by the agreement with the Conven- 
tion, whereby the Convention was to pay the interest, has completed 
its task and the mortgage was burned May 15th. A $2,000. mortgage 
is still held by the Convention. This church has loyally supported the 
missionary program of the denomination during these years. 

Torrington, Calvary church. Rev. A. W. Warren pastor, is living up 
to its agreement in spite of the fact of unemployment which has 
handicapped all our churches and has made its payment on the prin- 
cipal of the indebtedness. This church, also, paid its missionary quota 
in full as it has done for several years. 

New Haven, Olivet church. Rev. C. B. Lumsden pastor, is steadily 
decreasing its indebtedness and looks hopefully forward to the day 
when its mortgage can be burned. 
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West Haven, First churcli, Rev. Elvin Daniels pastor, has kept its 
agreement along with its loyalty to the donominational program.. Mr. 
Daniels has resigned and left the field. The church is nov/ looking for 
a new pastor. 

Hartford, Olivet church, Rev. Major L. Johnson pastor, has had an 
exceptionably good year. The faith of the Convention and the Hart- 
ford Baptist Union in coming to the aid of this church in the securing 
of a pastor has been fully justified. Mr. Johnson has faithfully served 
the church and has had the privilege of baptizing a large number and 
seeing his congregations quadruple, his Sunday school increasing in 
enrollment and all the activities of the church doing good work. Mr. 
Johnson was married in August to Miss Alice C. Anderson, Bridgeport, 
a trained educational worker, a graduate of Newton and for a year or 
more employed as educational diroctor of a prominent church in 
Rhode Island. 

Bridgeport, Second church. Rev. Claibourne Johnson pastor, pro- 
vides a home for the Bridgeport Italian mission, rental being paid 
by the Convention. At a recent meeting of the executive committee 
the request of the Second church, that a sum of |5,925 be appropriated 
from the Bridgeport Calvary Church Fund for renovating the church 
edifice, was granted. In the event of the church ceasing to function 
as a Baptist church the amount is secured to the Convention by an 
non-interest bearing mortgage note. This sum was available because 
of the understanding with the Calvary Church, at the time it transfer- 
red its holdings to the Convention, that it should be held as a fund 
for Baptist work in Bridgeport. 

During the year several of the churches dropped out of the aided 
list or* reduced the amount of their askings. 

Canton, Rev. A. H. Carpenter pastor, became self-supporting at the 
beginning of the Convention year. This church has been aided for a 
long period. 

Waterbury, Second church, federated with the South Methodist 
church, Waterbury, and by that action became financially independent 
of the State Convention. The federated church has called to the pas- 
torate Rev. John F. W. Howell, son of the Rev. Frederick W. Howell, 
Dunham Memorial church, Mansfield Depot. Mr. Howell was or- 
dained in June and is on our official list of ordained ministers. 

Bridgeport, German church, Rev. Emil Berger pastor, and the 
Stratfield church. Rev. Francis C. Wheaton pastor, made substantial 
reductions in their askings for the year. The Stratfield church has 
installed a new organ and a religious census of the community is be- 
ing taken by the church, which is aided by a representative of the 
American Bible Society. 
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Stratford church, Rev. George N. Reeves pastor, located in a fine 
suburban section of Bridgeport, became an aided church during the 
year. The progress made since that time is evidence of the wisdom 
of the Convention in helping this church. It owns its own building 
Avhich has been renovated and presents an attractive appearance. 

Fitchville church. Rev. Geo. H. Strouse pastor, renewed its request 
for aid when it had completed an arrangement with Mr. Strouse, who 
is pastor of the Congregational church in Bozrah. Mr. Strouse is a 
Baptist and carries on the work of the church effectively. 

Norwich Third church, Dr. Wm. J. Sly pastor, received aid for part 
of the year. Rev. H. P. Brothwell resigned to accept a call to the 
First church, Waterford. Dr. Sly was called to the pastorate in May. 
For three months the church received aid under the new leadership 
and then notified the office that further aid would not be necessary. 
Dr. Sly it will be remembered was director of religious education for 
the state, later was a member of the faculty of Linfield College and 
later educational director among the foreign-speaking groups. 

Rockville, First African church has had a change of pastors. Rev. 
A. E. Hendricks resigned and Rev. Richard L. Walker became pastor 
in September. 

The other aided churches have been doing good work according to 
the circumstances amid which they labor. 


State Woman’s Mission Society 

The Woman’s Mission Society, Miss Mary L. Howard president, 
serves as an inspiration and an example of genuine and efficient vol- 
untary Christian service. The record of the Connecticut Society is 
an enviable one. It is fortunate in securing the devotion and service 
of many of the strong and consecrated women of the churches. Wom- 
en of talent are giving freely and willingly of their talent and time to 
the missionary enterprise, at home, and throughout the world. The 
annual house-party was held in Montowese House, Indian Neck. It 
was one of the largest and most interesting held. A strong program 
was presented and a thoroughly good time was enjoyed by all present. 
At the semi-annual meeting of the board of this society, the general 
secretary and the secretaries of missionary cooperation and religious 
education were elected to full membership. This was a reciprocal 
courtesy, as several officers of the mission society, by virtue of their 
ofiice, are members of your Board of Managers. These actions on the 
part of both boards is indicative of the spirit of cooperation which ex- 
ists among the Baptist organizations within the state. The Conven- 
tion makes an annual appropriation to the current expenses of the so- 
ciety. See report of the society in the Annual. 
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State Men’s Council 

The State Men’s Council, Dr. J. P. Barton president, was formerly 
known as the Laymen’s Council. The name was changed at the meet- 
ing of the National Council in Cleveland and is now known as the 
Men’s Council. The president, Dr. Barton, is available for inspira- 
tional addresses as far as time permits. 


Sulfleld School 

Dr. Brownell Gage, headmaster, has had a successful and satis- 
factory year. The school is growing in efficiency and influence and is 
widening its scope of service in the secondary education of young peo- 
ple. It not only provides opportunity to young people in the larger 
areas of the state and beyond, but it is the official high school of the 
town, in which it is located and from which it receives liberal finan- 
cial support for this service. Like several denominational schools 
and colleges its constitution demands that a fixed number of its 
trustees must be from the Baptist denomination. The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention Endowment Fund, which was inaugurated several 
years ago by the Convention, is steadily growing. |24,163.60 of the 
amount of $50,000. has been raised. The Board recommends that the 
practice of previous years be continued this year; that is, that the 
sum of $5,000. be added to the missionary quota of the Convention, the 
amount to be paid to the school be determined upon a percentage fixed 
by the relation of the $5,000. to the state quota. The school opened 
in September with a large registration. 

Connecticut Baptist Education Society 

The -Connecticut Education Society, Rev. Burtt N. Timbie presi- 
dent, administered to a large group of prospective Christian workers 
through the appropriation of a sum not to exceed $2,500. per year 
from the State Convention. The report of the society’s work will be 
found in its report in the Annual. 

New England Baptist Conference 

The New England Baptist Conference School of Methods receives 
$200. per year from the Convention for the support of the summer 
school annually held at Ocean Park, Maine. The secretary of reli- 
gious education is a member of the faculty of the School of Methods. 
A goodly number of the young people of the state took advantage of 
the fine program and faculty provided by the Ocean Park School last 
season. 

Connecticut Federation of Churches 

The Connecticut Baptist Convention contributes to the support of 
the Connecticut Federation of Churches through appropriations as of 
former years; $300. to the budget of the Federation and $200. to the 
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Storrs church, the latter as a mark of appreciation for the service 
rendered by that rdiurch to the Baptist young people attending the 
Connecticut Agricultural College at Storrs. 

Publications 

The Board wishes to call attention to the importance of “The 
Connecticut Baptist” as a promotional agency. This paper should be 
in every Baptist home. The price of 25 cents per year places it with- 
in the reach of all. Some churches provide in their budget for a copy 
of the paper for each home in its constituency. 

We commend “Missions” magazine, “The Baptist” and “The 
Watchman-Examiner” and call attention again to the periodicals and 
papers of The Annerican Baptist Publication Society and urge upon our 
churches securing their educational supplies from the Publication So- 
ciety. If materials published by other societies are desired, they may 
be secured from The American Baptist Publication Society. This will 
help our society, as a commission as selling agent is allowed on all 
sales. The Publication Society receives no money from distributable 
missionary money except the Children’s Day Offering. Its income is 
from permanent funds and its publishing business. All surplus goes 
into Christian work. 

Recommendations 

First. We recommend that Sunday, November 30th, be observed 
as “State Convention Sunday” in all the churches of the state: that 
attention be called to the program of work, including missionary ac- 
tivities and religious education. The reports of the Board of Mana- 
gers, the Committee on Missionary Cooperation and the Committee of 
Religious Education will provide material for an address on the full 
scope of the service of the Convention. (A limited number of extra 
copies will be reserved for this purpose). During the Sunday school 
and Young People’s hours attention could be given to the matter of 
the summer assembly and the boys’ camp. 

Second. Church Calendars — Church calendars can be and in 
some cases are used for giving missionary information. Items of in- 
terest from any or all the mission fields can be included in the calen- 
dars. Churches can secure from the Board of Missionary Cooperation, 
a four page calendar, two pages carrying such missionary items. 
Copy for the inside pages can be furnished and printed by the church. 
If mimeograph copies are preferred they will come in that form. In- 
terest follows knowledge and investment follows interest. Samples 
can be secured from the Church Calendar Service, 152 Madison Ave- 
nue, New York City. Several churches send copies of their calendars* 
to the Convention office, which furnish news for The Connecticut Bap- 
tist. All such courtesies are welcome and appreciated. 

Third. We recommend the consideration of the call to loyalty 
and consecration given in the inaugural address of Dr. A. W. Beaven, 
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president of the Northern Baptist Convention. Such loyalty and con- 
secration would change the victim of circumstances into a victor of 
circumstances. Jesus commended the widow and her gift of two 
mites. His commendation was not for the small amount hut the re- 
lationship of that amount to the financial condition of the donor. 
“As God has prospered you” does not exclude the call to sacrifice in 
giving and a sacrificial service. 

Fourth. We recommend that attention be given to the emphasis 
which is being placed upon the Christian Home. The Home as a 
Christian center should be nurtured. The welfare of the nation and 
civilization is dependent upon the incarnation and practice of the 
great principle of right living and altruism. The bulwarks of the 
nation and the world are the church, the school and the home. These 
stand for a religious life, well trained and properly domesticated. A 
well-known preacher, teacher and author has truthfully said “civiliza- 
tion without religion is like a foolish man who built his house upon 
the sand, the rain, the flood, the winds beat upon that house and it 
fell.” The house founded upon a rock weathers the storm and stands 
secure. This Convention has as its ruling passion and purpose, the 
founding of the house of civilization upon the rock of truth and using 
as building material the principles, precepts and practice of the great 
master building, Jesus Christ.

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Report of 

COMMITTEE OF MISSIONARY 
COOPERATION 

For the year ending April 30, 1930 


Four regular meetings of the Committee were held during the year. 
Special attention was given to all plans suggested for the promotion of 
the denominational program in the churches. To the interest of var- 
ious members of the committee is due in large measure the success 
registered in the year’s work. 

A Decade of Cooperation 

The fiscal year closing on April 30th. was the tenth, in a decade of 
cooperative performance on the part of Northern Baptists. It is fitting 
that at the very beginning of this report, attention should be called to 
the part played by Connecticut Baptists during the ten year period of 
co-operative endeavor. 

A study of the financial figures prepared by the local churches, 
found in the Annual as printed and distributed by the State Convention 
during the last ten years, reveals some interesting data. During the 
period the churches gave for: current expenses $5,383,246.00; for ben- 
evolences $2,086,626.07. Of this second amount, according to the audi- 
tors reports, $2,063,485.25 went to the treasuries of the denomination 
for the work at home and abroad. The giving of Connecticut Baptists 
during 1920-1930 period, as far as reported, totalled $7,469,872.07, mak- 
ing an average yearly of $746,987.20. Separating current expenses 
from missions, we spent upon our local field annually an average of 
$538,324.60 and for missions the average of $208,626.00. We call atten- 
tion to the ratio between these amounts. Comment is unnecessary — 
nevertheless, the record is impressive. 

Contact with Churches 

Through correspondence and by personal visitation your director 
aimed to keep the program of the denomination before the churches 
just as far as he was given the opportunity. He was greatly assisted 
during the past year by a number of fine missionaries: Miss Isabel 
Crawford, Miss Marguerite Eldridge, Rev. Albert Boggs, Miss Luella 
Adams, Miss Alta Ragon, Mrs. R. R. Gregory, Rev. A. S. Adams and 
others. 
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Owing to tlie fact that many of our missionaries were engaged in 
assisting the Foreign Mission Society with the Judson Fund, only two 
missionaries, Rev. A. S. Adams and Rev. A. M. Boggs were permitted 
extended itineraries. It should be said, that some churches secured 
their own missionary speakers and some missionaries were secured 
through the agency of the Woman’s State Organization. In every case 
the contact with the churches was helpful. More and more the contacts 
made with the churches through the State Layman’s Council are proving 
exceedingly helpful. The general secretary has frequently turned pro- 
moter and rendered an exceedingly helpful service in getting our pro- 
gram before the churches. 

In addition to his regular duties, the director assisted in the 
Church Night Program of the Central Church, Hartford, for six weeks, 
teaching the Second Survey. Also, for six weeks he taught the Second 
Survey in a School of Missions in the Asylum Avenue Church, Hart- 
ford, and participated in the closing exercises of the School of Missions 
m the First Church, West Hartford- 

Laymen’s Activities 

The Laymen’s activities are sponsored by the State Laymen’s 
Council, a group of nine men — a president, vice-president, secretary and 
a representative from each of the six associations, as follows:

The outstanding event of the year was the men’s banquet held in 
connection with the State Anniversaries. More than 200 men gather- 
ed at Hotel Bond, Hartford. The president. Dr. J. P. Barton, presided. 
The speaker was H. Theodore Sorg of New Jersey, who spoke on “The 
Laymen’s Obligation” as a steward, emphasing self-denial, cross bear- 
ing and Christian service. His address was vividly illustrated from 
his experiences in the Great War. 

The Laymen’s Council had the assistance during the year of R. 
G. Pierson, W. G. Boyle, C. C. Tillinghast and Carl G. Foss, New York, 
together with R. C. Hassrick of Philadelphia, and Alton T. Miller of 
Boston The men either spoke in connection with associational meet- 
ings or conducted a Round Table discussion on the seven major tasks, 
outlined in the Trial Manual, any one or all of which might be attempt- 
ed by the men of a given church. Several of the men of our own 
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Council were busy. The president, Dr. Barton, gave freely of his time 
and money, speaking at many places throughout the state to interest 
the men of our churches in the definite tasks outlined in the T. N. T. 
folder, namely, Bible Study, Missions, Christian Use of Possessions, 
Recruiting Men for Christ, Enlisting the Membership Fellowship and 
Work for Boys and Youth. 

Stereopticon Depository 

In the Hartford office we carry 37 sets of colored slides which pic- 
ture the story of various phases of our work around the world. We 
also carry 11 hymn sets.' Any of these slides may be used by any 
church without rental charge. The only charge is the parcel postage 
both ways which on an average set, amounts to between 30 or 40 cents 
each way. / 

These slides were used last year in Connecticut, Maine, Massachu- 
setts, New Hampshire and New York by 37 churches. In all there were 
139 visualizations. We hold them at the office to be used. Our church- 
es should make more use of them. / 


Literature / 

The denomination publishes a grea/ deal of priced and free lit- 
erature. Some of this literature is beipg used in our churches. The 
denominational papers and missions mofeazine constitute the recogniz- 
ed channels of information and inspiration. The past year we made 
use of two significant pieces of literature, namely, the “Second Survey’’, 
1360 copies being requested by and sqnt to the churches, and the “Trial 
Manual” used in the laymen’s confer/mces. These manuals found their 
way to many men’s groups. 


/ 


January Journey 

For the fourth consecutive/ year the denomination has engaged in 
a journey of 31 days, visiting l?y means of an illustrated reading course 
the various points of interest/throughout the world, where Baptists are 
carrying on missionary wort. Last year we were guided in this jour- 
ney by the Transit. More/than 6000 copies of the Transit were order- 
ed by the churches. TlV January information program aims to give 
the reader a vision of yorld needs, creating an interest in meeting 
these needs through a pledge to our missionary work. 


Mid- Year Meetings 

These meetingAhave come to take a regular place in our plans for 
promoting the de^minational program. They were held during the 
last week in January and the first week in February, as follows; First 
Church, Putnart; Hungarian Church, Bridgeport; Central Church, 
Hartford; Cal/ary Church, New Haven; Huntington Street Church, 
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New London and Poquonock Bridge Church, Poquonock Bridge. The 
team assisting the state office was composed of Rev. A. S. Adams, of 
South China, and Miss Olive Russell, of the Woman’s American Baptist 
Home Mission Society. Their messages were well received. While 
the incilement weather cut the attendance somewhat, the interest was 
unusual. 89 churches were represented by 56 pastors, 54 laymen, 350 
women, 151 officials. A set of missionary books was awarded the fol- 
lowing churches, on the basis of having the largest percentage of res- 
ident members present at their mid-year meeting, by Associations: 
Ashford, Calvary Church, Willimantic; Fairfield, Stratford; Hartford, 
Pirit Church, West Hartford; New Haven, Olivet Church, New Haven; 
New London, Fitchville; Stonington Union, Second Church, North 
Si!onington. The Storrs Assembly scholarship was awarded the Hunt- 
ington Street Church, New London, the church, among the entertaining 
^hurches, having the largest percentage of its resident membership at 
|the mid-year meeting.

I Quota Acceptances 

I In February, following the January readings and the mid-year 
/ meetings, our churches naturally face the question of fixing quotas to 

I meet the requirements of our missionary work. By May 1, 1930, 63 

churches and 4 missions had adopted their missionary quotas upon 
I which they are remitting during the current year. The number is 8 
less than one year ago. Evideutly more thought and prayer should be 
j given to the matter of quota acceptance by the churches. The mission- 
ary quota represents the faith and vitality of the church in its outreach 
in extending the Kingdom of God. The church that fixes a definite 

missionary quota is, all things considered, more likely to take a larger 

I share in world evangelism than a church that fails to act on a quota. 
Last year 64 churches paid their quotas in full, 29 churches gave more 
money to missions than in the previous year. 

Monthly Remittances 

The ideal suggested by our promotion program is l/12th of the 
missionary quota paid into the denominational treasury each month. 
This is a high ideal. Not all churches can reach it at one bound. It 
is a worthy goal. Last year 22 of our churches made their remit- 
tances on this basis. The point to be stressed is regularity in for- 
warding all the missionary money collected by the church for denom- 
inational work. Punctuality in this matter helps to undergird all the 
work. 

New Givers 

The money given for the support of Baptists dutside our local 
fields is given by 32 per cent of our people. When this fact is consid- 
ered there can be nothing but highest praise for the loyalty of those 
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v/ho “stand by” and “carry on”. For sometime there has been a feel 
ing that increased gifts for our work should be secured from the 68 
per cent non-producing members. After careful conferential consider- 
ation it was decided to make a beginning at this task. During the years 
1930-1932 a national quota of 250,000 “New Givers of Record” was 
adopted for the period. Of this number Connecticut’s quota for the 
three years would be 5,125. This means the securing of 1,708 new giv- 
ers each year for three years. To state the matter another way — for 
every 100 resident members in a church, 8 new members must be secur- 
ed each year for the period. These facts were brought to the atten- 
tion of our churches in April of this year. It’s a task to be faced and 
accomplished by the Grace of God.

mittances. The aggregate of these items agree with the figures shown 
on Exhibit “A”. 

REVOLVING (OR EXPENSE) FUND: Checks received from New 
York Board, as shown by deposit slips and check book, have been prov- 
ed with the receipts per bank statements. Disbursements covered by 
vouchers and cancelled checks (except in a few apparently immaterial 
cases) have been proved with disbursements per bank statements. The 
fund shows a reduction of $243.03 from the balance on hand at the end 
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of the previous fiscal year, which is accounted for by expenses for 
April 15, 1930, in excess of budget allowance for year ending April 30, 
1930, not refunded by New York Board.

DEPARTMENT OF RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 

It has beeh our purpose to keep the churches informed about the 
best plans and materials for the improvement of their work. Through 
correspondence, personal visitation, literature, conferences and con- 
ventions we have endeavored to inspire the teachers and leaders with 
a clearer vision and a greater love of their task. A brief statement of 
the aims of religious education as given in the improvement standards 
of our program will indicate the nature and scope of our work. It is 
the purpose of all our efforts to influence as many people as possible 
to experience a personal relationship with God as it is revealed in 
the life and teachings of Jesus; to accept Christ as Lord and Savior; 
and to create a desire for intelligent and enthusiastic participation in 
the building of a Christian community and world. The agency through 
which we seek to accomplish this in the local church is the church 
school in the Sunday sessions, week-day and vacation schools, training 
schools, young people’s societies and missionary organizations. 

Church School Improvement 

One of our most effective means of approaching the local church is 
through the monthly teachers’ meetings. The secretary has made 
about one hundred such visits. Church School Improvement has been 
promoted in conferences and by the use of the International Standards 
for measuring improvement. Standard “B” and the departmental book- 
lets have been helpful to scores of churches. In fulfllling the present 
high spiritual aims of teaching the personality of the teacher is the 
most important factor. We note with delight the increasing eager- 
ness with which our teachers are seeking to meet these standards. 
They are buying and reading more good books and periodicals. They 
are attending conferences, assemblies and institutes in increasing 
numbers. While only 133 units of Standard Training have been is- 
sued, more than 1,000 teachers have attended training classes. One 
needs to look back through six years of intimate contact with the 
churches, as your secretary does, to appreciate how generally the 
teachers are giving up the old and easier methods and lesson materials 
for the more difficult but improved methods and materials. 

Our Literature 

Our new lesson publications are meeting with increasing favor as 
our people get acquainted with them. In these materials our editors 
have rejected the fads of the new pedagogy without sacriflce to scien- 
tiflc method. The American Baptist Publication Society produces 
these lessons as well as the periodicals of all departments of school 
work. Orders for these or any other publications or books are grate- 
fully received and fllled at the regular price by the branch office, 16 
Ashburton Place, Boston. 
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The Publication Society and Missions 

All the income of the Publication Society, amounting to more 
than 1300,000. annually, is turned into the missionary work of Northern 
Baptists. This enables the Society, without receiving any part of the 
distributable funds of the denomination, to support a well trained staff 
of editors, and office and field workers in religious education. The 
Publication Society staff on the field cooperates with the Board of 
Missionary Cooperation both at home and abroad in emphasizing the 
unified program, some of the staff being loaned to this Board for two 
or three months each year. It is assisting the Home Mission work in 
city missions, colportage and evangelistic work and paying largely to- 
ward the maintenance of eight Baptist papers printed in foreign lan- 
guages. The Society represents our denomination in the Home 
Missions Council, The International Council of Religious Education and 
the World’s Sunday School Association. Institutes and summer assem- 
blies are supported throughout the country and more than 1,800 vaca- 
tion schools among Northern Baptists and on the Foreign Mission fields 
are reported. Thousands of dollars worth of literature and books are 
given to ministers and churches on home and foreign mission fields, 
as well as direct gifts of money to the Societies functioning in these 
fields. The Publication Society cooperates with the Home Mission 
Society in colporter and chapel car work In Porto Rico, Cuba, Mexico, 
Central America and the Western states. Reports of these mission- 
aries for one month shows: families visited, 12,803; baptisms, 86; 
churches organized, 3; Sunday schools organized, 4; Bibles, Testa- 
ments and books distributed, 6,140; tracts given away 68,489. The 
Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board is relieved by the fact that 
78 ordained ministers are listed for employee insurance and pensions 
provided by the Publication Society. Surely this entitles this great 
missionary organization to the prayers and loyal patronage of all our 
Baptist people. 

Vacation Schools 

We have received statistical reports from vacation schools involv- 
ing 28 churches, showing an average daily attendance of 1,597. In ad- 
dition to these, eight other churches are known to have held schools, 
making a total of 36 churches, a gain of five over last year’s report.- 
Two hundred sixty-eight teachers were engaged in this work, about 
one-half of whom served without compensation. The State Conven- 
tion, in cooperation with the Publication Society, gave to churches and 
missions unable to finance this work alone the sum of $365.00. We 
cooperated with the Connecticut Council of Religious Education in set- 
ting up institutes for training vacation school leaders and assisted in- 
dividual churches in building their programs. We recommend the va- 
cation school to all the churches as an essential part of their annual 
programs. 

Conventions and Conferences 

During the year the secretary has taken part in 20 conventions, 54 
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group conferences, 75 committees and 4 summer conference programs. 
The annual meeting of all state directors and the general staff of the 
Publication Society was held for four days preceding The Northern 
Baptist Convention in Cleveland. In addition to this, several confer- 
ences with interdenominational groups were fruitful in the formulation 
of more definite and effective service to the churches. Early in the 
year an all day conference for all our ministers in the state was held. 
Dr. James P. Berkeley of Newton was with us and the good effects of 
this through the influence of these men who are most responsible for 
the program of the local church cannot be measured by statistics. By 
every means at our command we have sought to pass on to our people 
the benefits of our contacts and experience with the most successful 
workers in Christian education throughout the country. 

The Boys’ Camp 

Our second annual camp program for junior high school boys was 
held at Camp Rainbow. The attendance was 49 boys under 13 leaders. 
The secretary, acting as director of the camp, was assisted by Revs. 
M. L. Johnson, Claibourne Johnson, W. H. Barsch, R. W. E. DeWolfe, 
Wm. J. Sly, P. A. Kilmister, Victor Scalise, A. S. Woodworth, Horace 
B. Sloat, David Owl, Mr. and Mrs. Thomas A. Cook, Mrs. O. P. Camp- 
bell and Mrs. W. H. Barsch. The program was planned so that these 
men and women lived so intimately with the boys in the daily routine 
that they were taught by actual experience the Christian way to work 
and play and live together. The lessons and habits most fundamental 
to successful manhood, such as cleanliness of person and character, or- 
derliness, punctuality, unselfishness, good manners and sportsmanship 
were constantly impressed. Two hours a day were definitely devoted 
to group study of Bible, missions, boy loyalties and handcraft. 
Through study and dramatics the boys became acquainted with 18 of 
the greatest heroes of the Christian church. The pastors helping on 
the program declare that those days of intimate life with the boys has 
taught them much of great value and they will be better ministers be- 
cause of this experience. The older boys serving as counsellors and 
handcraft leaders also rendered invaluable help. Those in charge of 
handcraft were Brainard Fancher, Edward and Fred Tuller. 

The Summer Assembly 

The fifth annual session of our summer assembly for young people 
and teachers was held at Storrs. The full time attendance was 76, 
plus 14 leaders, an increase of 7 over last year. The largest delega- 
tion was from West Hartford with Meriden as a close second. One 
of the most encouraging features of this year’s program was the at- 
tendance of 22 of our most promising young men. Along with their 
sisters, these fellows will all be strong supporters of the church of 
tomorrow and they are certainly better equipped for life because of the 
spiritual inspiration of these days. Three hundred units of credit 
were awarded for work in leadership training and missions, and eight 
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diplomas were awarded for the completion of three years’ worfc Our 
faculty was composed of the strongest leadership, in th© denomination, 
including several national secretaries and two missionaries^ The 
spiritual results of this program are best summed up in the declar- 
ation accepted individually by the entire group at a service of life dedi- 
cation held near the close of the assembly. In substance it is a pledge 
to live for others rather than self, for the advancement of the king- 
dom of God rather than for personal success, to seek the life work fur- 
nishing the largest opportunity for Christian living, and to follow the 
way of Christ, cost what it may. 

Ocean Park 

The New England Baptist School of Methods is our largest sum- 
mer assembly and the only common meeting place of all- New England 
Baptists. The enrollment this year was 836, representing 266 churches. 
Sixty-nine were given diplomas for three years’ attendance. During 
the last few years there has been a decline in the number going from 
Connecticut, but we are glad to report that 11 of the total increase of 
12 was from this state this year. The Connecticut Baptist Convention 
is backing this enterprise 100 per cent. Both the state secretary and 
the director are members of the board of trustees and the director is a 
member of the education committee and the faculty, and promotes at- 
tendance from this state. Our Convention assumes her share of the 
expense. 

For seven years our Convention owned a large cottage and the 
state director supervised a house-party for those of our youiig people 
preferring such accommodations. The Board decided to sell this 
property and the deal was completed in May. The expense of upkeep 
was too great for the returns. The management and programs of 
Camps Judson and Haseltine, offer opportunity for better work and 
fuller participation in the program than is possible in house-parties. 
We recommend to the churches that all young people needing super- 
vision be sent to these camps. 

Our Children’s Work 

The second year’s report of the children’s work director gives rea- 
son for real encouragement. Fifty-seven per cent of the churches have 
definitely enrolled in the department of children’s work, which is 
only three per cent short of the goal set a year ago. 

The character building values which are the heart of all our re- 
ligious education woi'k cannot be measured in figures, nevertheless we 
offer these figures as an indication of a growing interest.

By associations, these reports run as follows: 
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The following associations have children’s work directors: Ash- 
ford — Mrs. Ethel G. Lyons, Danielson; New Haven — Miss Clara May 
Potter, New Haven. As yet, no one has been appointed to take the 
place of Miss Dorothy Gilbert, Hartford, but her successor is now un- 
der consideration. The question has been raised, “Why are associa- 
tional directors necessary?” The answer is found, in part at least, 
in the above report. For the sake of economy, all letters and litera- 
ture are sent out to the key-women by the state director, who would 
welcome personal contacts with her children’s workers, but the asso- 
ciational directors have been responsible for gathering reports, lining 
up new churches, securing key-women and planning associational pro- 
grams. 

One of the outstanding events of the year was a conference for the 
children’s workers of New Haven Association held at Calvary Church 
House, May 11, under the direction of Miss Potter. After a delicious 
supper, the group broke up into department conferences — Junior, un- 
der Miss Potter and Mrs. Charlotte Jones, Primary, under Miss Ethel 
Roberts of the New Haven Religious Education Council. There were 
40 present. Not the least valuable feature of the program was an ex- 
hibit of books and other materials available for children’s workers. It 
is hoped there may be several such gatherings throughout the state 
this coming year. 

In May the director was privileged to attend the All-Directors Con- 
ference of the Publication Society in Cleveland where she received 
new inspiration to put into her state task. Miss Potter, too, attended 
the Quadrennial Convention of the International Council at Toronto 
and brought back many ideas for making our work more effective. So 
we thank God for a measure of success this year and look forward to 
greater achievement in the year just ahead. 
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Missionary Education 

As a complement of all the missionary societies are doing the 
church school needs to include missionary education in all departments. 
In so far as churches may be given an adequate vision of world 
friendship through Christian missions, the whole membership of the 
church school, including those who do not belong to missionary or- 
ganizations, should be instructed in this essential phase of Christian 
education. By this method our best organized churches are making 
provision for an important training limited too much in the past to a 
small number set apart from the whole program of the church. Mak- 
ing missionary education universal in the church school in our 
judgment, is the best solution of the problems of stewardship and 
missions. It is with pleasure we report an increasing tendency to- 
ward this plan among our churches. 

Evangelism 

Among the aims of religious education evangelism is central. By 
this, w'e mean the definite acceptance of Christ as savior, companion 
and Lord, together with all the means at our command for laying the 
foundation for this experience in the life of children, and leading them 
continuously into the more abundant life after the decision. How to 
thus make religious education more Christian has been the central 
theme of all the great conventions this year. It is the theme of oufi 
improved lessons and underlies the technic of our better teaching. It 
is the focus point of our new church architecture and organization. 
We regard all our materials, our organizations and programs as aids 
to bringing an ever increasing number of people under the influence of 
the church. Every pupil in the church school makes contacts for the 
church with others outside the school. Our program of religious edu- 
cation is the most important factor in creating this growing constitu- 
ency for evangelistic recruits to church membersip. We recognize and 
encourage every legitimate method of evangelistic appeal made by 
the church. Out of the confusion of methods and theories our teach- 
ing ministry is emerging with a spiritually dynamic leadership com- 
mitted to the task of increasing continuously the number of people ac- 
cepting the way of Christ and living it. 

We acknowledge with joy and Christian affection the good fellow- 
ship of our teachers and leaders in the churches. In the words of St. 
Paul, as we face the future of our work, may we, “Walk worthy of the 
Lord, unto all pleasing, being fruitful in every good work, and increas- 
ing in the knowledge of God.” (Col. 1:10).

WOMAN’S BAPTIST MISSION SOCIETY 
OF CONNECTICUT 

October 16, 1930. 

The work of the Woman’s Mission Society has made steady pro- 
gress during the past year, particularly along certain lines, notably 
Americanization, White Cross, Honor Societies and increased subscrip- 
tions to “Missions.” Fairfield Association should be especially men- 
tioned as it has an outstanding record, having made a gain in every 
point. 

That this growth can be recorded, in a year which has seen much 
discouragement, is due not only to the consecrated leadership of our 
president. Miss Mary Howard, and the State Secretaries, but also to 
the individual loyalty of the women in the local societies. 

We have to report some changes among the officers of the society. 
Our treasurer, Mrs. Ives of Meriden, having thought it necessary to 
resign, has been succeeded by Mrs. Morsehead of Waterbury who is 
well known to the women of the state. Mrs. A. M. Brown who has 
accomplished such splendid results as Secretary Director of the state 
is also resigning, but will remain on the Executive Committee as Au- 
ditor to succeed Mrs. Holley of Bristol. Mrs. H. S. Palmer of New 
Haven will assume the position of Secretary Director. The society 
deeply regrets the loss of these loyal and faithful workers, but re- 
joices that again these offices are to be filled so capably. Miss Martha 
Crosby of Hartford is the new Secretary of the C. W. C. Miss Crosby 
brings to her work enthusiasm and a varied experience and with the 
help of the church women should be able to accomplish much to make 
our children “Missionary minded.” 

Plans have been made during the year whereby our society will 
work in closer co-operation with the State Convention. It is the earn- 
est desire of the Woman’s Society to promote the work of the denom- 
ination in every way. 

Last winter Miss Bucklin, N. E. Americanization Secretary, spent 
some time in Connecticut and has given a fresh impetus to the Ameri- 
canization work in the state, starting new work in several of the 
churches. 

This year the State list of books for the reading contest is the 
same as the national list, thus making a large range of material open 
to Baptist men, women and children. “Let us read with a purpose.” 

No report for the year would be complete without mention of the 
Annual House Party, which now fills a most important place in the 
yearly program and for which one hundred and twenty-six women gath- 
ered in September at the Montowese House, Branford. To those who 
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have not the time to attend Northfield, this two-days Retreat, in this 
hdautifyl setting beside, the sea, has become a Little Northfield. . Here 
the state leaders, both men and women, bring us the newest plans 
and methods; the study books are ably demonstrated. We have as 
guests some of the outstanding women of the denomination. This 
year the Misses Mary and Alma Noble, national secretaries of the C. 
W. C. and W. W. G.; Miss Elsie Happen an inspiring speaker from the 
Board of Promotion and the lovely Princess Atoloa. Here also in the 
morning and evening devotions and the closing consecration service is 
■me spiritual uplift of the united thought and prayer of kindred minds. 
Our women go home with a great desire and a renewed zeal to carry 
on the work of Christ’s Kingdom with prayer and sacrifice.

REPORT OF WOMAN’S MISSIONARY WORK 
FOR CONNECTICUT 

Under the able leadership of our State President, Miss Mary L. 
Howard, and an ethcient corps of State Secretaries the work sponsored 
by the Woman’s State Mission Society has advanced in every line. 

The third House Party held at the Montowese House, Indian Neck 
was an excellent beginning for the year’s work. Fine friendships and 
splendid cooperation are being deveioped at these parties and it is a 
wonderful opportunity to lay before the leaders of our local societies 
plans not only for our woman’s work but for the Denominational Pro- 
gram as well. This year Dr. Bowler from national headquarters and 
Mr. Sloat from the state convention office spoke to us of goals for the 
year. The women are earnestly seeking to fully cooperate with the 
State Convention in all denominational plans. 

As in past years the Standard of Excellence for local societies, 
which includes in its 16 points all phases of the work, has been lifted 
high. 46 societies - are on the honor roll, a gain of 5, with 8 more 
lacking but one point to be in this group. This means that more than 
half of our local societies are Honor Societies. Those attaining this 
rank are in the following churches:

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Especial mention should be made of the societies at New Milford and 
Stratford. Each has attained 15 points in the Standard, a higher num- 
ber than has ever before been attained by a society. We are also very 
glad to note that one of our foreign speaking churches, New Haven 
German, and one of our colored churches, Shiloh, are on the Honor list. 

Our State is on the Honor Roll and all 6 of our associations are 
also on the Honor Roll. Fairfield Association has been the outstand- 
ing Association in the year’s work with New London a close second. 

The State Society purchased the new Activities Leaflets for every 
state and associational officer and also for each local president. Thus 
every officer in our woman’s work has a definite guide for the work in 
her charge. There are also sets of Historical Leaflets that may be 
borrowed from state and associational officers. 

Altho slow in starting, Christian Americanization work under the 
direction of Miss Ellen P. Hubbell, has advanced greatly this past 
year. Our New England missionary, Miss Dorothy Bucklin, has given 
valuable assistance in many of our churches. 

Our Baptist girls in Connecticut College have enjoyed the warm 
friendship and hospitality of our College Counselor, Miss Alif Stephens, 
who gave a delightful dinner at the Mohican Hotel, New London for 
the girls in the fall and throughout the year has opened her home to 
them. In many ways Miss Stephens is proving ^herself a real friend 
to the college girls. 

White Cross work grows in popularity with our women. Mrs. J. 
F. Barton reports all Overland quotas filled. Mrs. Ernest F. Clarke 
who has rendered faithful service for several years has been obliged 
to resign and Mrs. A. W. Mitchell of New Haven will take her place. 

We are glaM to welcome Miss Martha B. Crosby of Hartford as 
State C. W. C. Secretary and under her leadership we look forward to 
a new interest in children’s work. 

The Christmas Offering amounted to $1,972.27. Every year since 
our women began the promotion of this offering there has been a 
steady increase, this year the gain amounting to $292.26. 

Sixty-tAvo churches observed the World Day of Prayer and the 
importance of individual and daily prayer has been emphasized by 
many of our societies at every meeting throughout the year. 

Under the direction of Mrs. James A. Clarke of Wallingford, eight 
Judson Teas were held in our state. Speakers representing the Jud- 
son Fund attending these teas and presented the cause and its needs 
to the women. 

Speaking itineraries have been planned throughout the state for 
three wonien representing our women’s national societies. The mis- 
sionaries were Mrs. A. D. Markley of Mather School, Miss Marguerite 
Eldredge of Belgian Congo and Miss Mary Sundell, frontier worker in 
Colorado, who at short notice substituted for Miss Isabelle Crawford 
who was severely injured. 

At present plans are being perfected whereby our women’s state 
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society will work in still closer cooperation with the other departments 
of our State Convention. With this in view we look forward to a year 
of greater service in our Master’s cause.

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ANNUAL REPORT WORLD WIDE GUILD 

CONNECTICUT 

As the World Wide Guild is this year celebrating the 15th anni- 
versary of its founding— our chapters are bending every energy to- 
waid making it a banner year. Most of our members are now either 
junior or teen age girls older chapters having, with the exception 
of a few, either disbanded or gone onto work with the women. 

Oui Spring reports show that we have 50 chapters — 280 program 
meetings reported 1141 books read in the reading contest, 8 chapters 
having, read all the books required and thereby having earned the pic- 
ture award. We are hoping this year for more Mission Study clas- 
ses. Churches having Church Schools of Missions can help us in this. 

Our Association Secretary roll is full also to assist the state sec- 
retary— a state White Cross Secretary is on duty, also a State Treas- 
urer to handle the special Guild Fund. Two Council meetings have 
been held at the home of the State Secretary one in the spring and one 
in the Pall. These have been well attended and have proved most 
helpful in managing Guild affairs. 

The annual house-party held Sept. 6-8 was held again this year at 
Indian Point House Stony Creek. The courtesy shown— the ideal lo- 
cation and any other pleasant features have made this place the best 
one for our purpose. The Conference this year was unusually fine as 
our guests included both Miss Alma Noble, National Guild Secretary 
and Miss Mary Noble, National C. W. C. Secretary. The wonderful 
inspiration received from them as well as from Miss Rachel Seagrave 
of Burma and Miss Lorraine Barbour of our National Woman’s Home 
Mission Board will surely show in increased devotion on the part of 
those who heard them. As the subject of “Light” is being stressed in 
all Guild chapter work on this anniversary year our program dealt 
with this topic. A “crystal” banquet on Saturday proved to be very 
impressive with the small lighted candles at each place and the sing- 
ing of “Let the lower lights be burning.” Always the crowning event 
of our rally is the Consecration Service on Sunday morning. Under 
the leadership of Miss Noble and our missionary guests this year prov- 
ed no exception. 

The silver candle stick award for the chapter having most points 
on the State Standard went to Elsie Root Chapter — First Baptist 
Meriden. This award is presented to the Guild by our state Woman’s 
Missionary Society. The State Standard has points for all phases of 
Guild and church work. 

In addition to the honor of having our tivo National Secretaries, 
in October our state was visited by Miss Esther Brooks Phelps the 
newly appointed National Field Secretary for the Guild and Crusade. 

Four rallies with banquets were arranged at Bridgeport Y. W. C. A. 

Meriden First Baptist— Willimantic First Baptist and Westerly, Rhode 
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Island for girls of south western Rhode Island and south eastern Con- 
necticut. 

Crusade Conferences were held also in addition. About 200 Guild 
girls met Miss Phelps and many Crusade leaders. We surely ought to 
go forward with much enthusiasm after having had this inspiration 
and information from our foremost leaders. 

We are planning extension committees to assist our Association 
SecretarieiS in the forming of new chapters. Our aim is for at least 15 
new junior and teen age chapters this coming year. Evei’y church 
ought to be represented in our Guild state family. 

During the year delegates have been sent from our chapters to 
Northfield Connecticut State Assembly at Storrs-Ocean Park and the 
Guild house-party. 

Some of the activities, in which most chapters have had a part are 
white cross work — giving of missionary plays and pageants — celebrat- 
ing Guild Vesper Sunday (First Sunday in December) helping in Va- 
cation Bible Schools or in work with foreign children — sponsoring and 
forming new Guild chapters — reading the missionary books — having 
program meetings — attending mission study classes — and giving to- 
ward our Guild Fund. 

We are planning to stress the making of friendships with foreign 
girls by means of the “Prayer partner plan.” 

Are the women of Connecticut looking to the future of the Wom- 
an’s Society? If so — a Guild chapter in your church means more in- 
terest in the woman’s work in the future. Our great need is for lea- 
ders and counsellors. Who will help?

Report of 

MISSIONARY EDUCATION 
1929-1930 

To see the world as God sees it, to acquire some of His love and 
purpose for it, and then to act toward it as He would have us act is 
our aim for Missionary Education in Connecticut. 

We can report a slight increase on every point in the standard 
except Schools of Missions which remain ten in number. Many chur- 
ches in the state have been doing marvelous work with the books in 
the Missionary Reading Contest and an increasing number of chur- 
ches have entered the Contest. We feel that the great body of men 
and women absorbing the missionary information and atmosphere con- 
tained in them and in our magazine MISSIONS must have laid a 
foundation for serious mission study. Our Saviour condemned the sin 
of indifference in no uncertain terms. At a time when the nations of 
the world are working toward peace, can we afford to neglect this 
opportunity to become better acquainted with people of other lands, 
and learn the truth about them and their aspirations? Six Traveling 
Libraries of 5 books each are available for two months of the year to 
any church in the state which does not feel able to purchase them. 

The National Board of Missionary Education and the Womans’ 
Missionary Society of Connecticut sent your secretary to the Mission- 
ary Education Conference at Silver Bay, N. Y., in July, so that she 
might take the ten-day course in “Teaching Missions to Adults” in an 
effort to stimulate mission study in the churches of the state. With 
this end in view, she conducted three demonstration mission study 
class sessions at the Womans’ House Party at Branford in September, 
using the adult study book for the year, “India Looks to Her Future.” 

Forty-one churches were represented in Summer Conferences last 
year. The attendance of men and women at such conferences is the 
answer to the need for mission study class leaders. Any church will 
find that an investment in such training will return an unusual value 
for the money expended. 

“An active Missionary Committee in every church” is a goal we 
hope to attain in the not far distant future. Every local church pastor 
working with groups of actively interested members representing every 
organization in their churches, would vitalize the missionary program 
in Connecticut and result in increased mission study and service. 

We should like to see more than 36 Sunday Schools presenting 
missions systematically and in such a way that our boys and girls 
will develop into Christian men and women who will want to make this 
world the sort of place God wants it to be. 

Five new churches qualified for certificates and seals on Mission- 
ary Education Standards, making a total of 23. This honor is con- 
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ferred on churches attaining 100 or more points through Systematic 
Presentation of Missions in the Sunday School, Missionary Plays, Pag- 
ents and Debates, Attendance at Summer Conferences, Program Meet- 
ings, Church Schools of Missions and Study Classes and 5^ of the 
Resident membership reading 5 books each. Seals are awarded up 
to the tenth year. 

We propose to go forward in the faith that God will be the motive 
power working in and through our Connecticut churches to increase 
the spirit of Christian brotherhood in the world.

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Report of the 

COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISM 

October 17, 1930. 

The Connecticut Baptist Convention, 

New London, Conn. 

During the past Convention year your Committee on Evangelism 
centered its efforts in the work of Rev. C. H. Stull. Through a joint 
financial arrangement between the State Conventions of Connecticut 
and Rhode Island and the American Baptist Home Mission Society, 
Reverend Stull became the Director of Evangelism for the two states, 
giving three-fifths of his time to Connecticut and two-fifths to Rhode 
Island. Rev. Stull began his service with us in October 1929, and 
worked energetically and well until July 1930, at which time he re- 
signed to return to Ohio as Director of Evangelism for that state. 

Dining his time in Connecticut Rev. Stull held ten day campaigns 
at the Montauk Avenue Church, New London; Central Church, Nor- 
wich, Central Church, Hartford; First Church Stamford; and the 
Biidgeport churches under the auspices of the Bridgeport Council. 
Visits of shorter duration were made to numerous other churches. 
Some of the pastors reported substantial accessions in membership, 
and the results were generally gratifying. 

In observance of the 1900th anniversary of Pentecost, the period 
from Easter to Pentecost was utilized for special evangelical em- 
phasis. In many churches good use was made of the suggestions and 
programs for this observance in the literature of the Department of 
Evangelism of the American Baptist Home Mission Society. This was 
a time of ingathering and of gracious spiritual enrichment in all of 
our churches. 

Your Committee affirms again its conviction that evangelism lies 
at the heart of our Christian message. All of the activities of our 
churches should express our evangelical faith. The teaching of chil- 
dren and young people especially should be an expression of our pas- 
sion to save. We recognize with gratitude the evangelical emphasis 
which directors of religious education are placing in their work. We 
suggest that the same evangelical spirit be utilized in raisng our 
missionary budgets. 

Believing as we do that the evangelical spirit should pervade all 
our work, we urge upon our churches an all year evangelical program. 
We recognize fully the psychological importance of Christmas and 
Easter as times of ingathering, and the immense value^of special evan- 
gelical campaigns of visitation and preaching at these and other sea- 
sons; but we are convinced that if we would truly reveal the spirit 
of Christ, we must fulfill our evangelical mission every day in the year. 
As a practical means of accomplishing this end we urge every pastor 
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to keep a prospect list, and not only to work regularly upon it him- 
self, hut to secure the assistance of his deacons and other members. 

Your Committee commends to every pastor the “Evangelical Sug- 
gestions for 1930-1931” prepared by The Department of Evangelism. 
We bring to the attention of the pastors the Bible Reading courses 
suggested in this pamphlet. 

We recall the recommendation of the Evangelistic Committee of 
the Northern Baptist Convention, “That the year 1930-1931 be given 
over to a study of the conservation of our church membership gains 
and also provide a program which will enrich and enlist the member- 
ship of our churches in soul winning.” Let us muster our people anew 
to win the world for Christ!

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REPORT OF THE 
COMMITTEE ON OBITUARIES 

Thomas de Gruchy 

Dr. Thomas de Gruchy and his wife died within two hours of each 
other at Penn Yan, N. Y., where he was pastor from March 1903 to 
June 1909. The deaths occurred Jan. 28, 1929. He was the twenty- 
second pastor. A history of the church says: “He served the church 
faithfully and by his forceful preaching taxed at times the capacity of 
the church. Each winter he gave a series of illustrated sermons at 
the evening service, which drew good congregations. During his pas- 
torate a change was made as to the term of the office of the deacons. 
Heretofore they had served for an indefinite period. In 1907 the 
ffingth of the term of office was made four years. When he resigned 
in April 1909 he left the church after a pastorate of six years with 
a membership of 534, a gain of 81 members.” He had a successful 
pastorate at Plantsville, Conn., from 1889 to 1891, after which he was 
pastor at Chicopee Falls, Mass. So successful was that pastorate that 
tie Massachusetts church asked his Plantsville predecessor. Rev. Geo. 
H. Gardner, to become his successor, a man now having a second pas- 
torate at Plantsville. 

Philip A. Nordell 

Dr. Philip A. Nordell died in Brookline, Mass., March 10, aged 86, 
He was born in Stockholm, Sweden, studied at the Philadelphia Col- 
lege of Pharmacy 1864-6, Bucknell University 1866-9, graduated at the 
University of Rochester 1870 and Rochester Theological Seminary 
1873, and received from the university in 1886 the degree of D D He 
was licensed in 1866 by the Tenth church, Philadelphia, and ordained 

Avenue church, Rochester. He was pastor at Lee, 
Mass., 1874-7, Weymouth, Mass., 1877-82, New London, Conn., 1882-92. 
He^ was^ professor of New Testament literature and exegesis in the 
University of Chicago from 1892 to 1893, the year he became editor of 
the Bible Union Study Sunday School lessons at Boston. He was au- 
thor of Delusive Sanctification, 1885, Old Testament Word Studies, 
1888-9, and Rev. D. H. Taylor— A Memorial 1891. He seems to have 
lived in retirement for some years past. He was regarded as a great 
scholar. 

Alonzo Alvin Delarme 

Dr. A. A. Delarme died at the Methodist Hospital in Omaha, Ne- 
braska, March 28, 1930, after an illness of several months. He was 
born in Jefferson County, Pennsylvania, and studied at Mount Pleasant 
Classical and Scientific Institute, Pa., graduated at the State Univer- 
sity, Indiana, B. A. 1887, M. A. 1890. He was licensed in 1883 and grad- 
uated at Crozier in 1890, the year he was ordained, July 17, at Hope 
church. New Haven, where he was its first pastor, and where he re- 
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mained until 1893. Subsequent pastorates were at the First churches 
of Norristown, Pennsylvania, Paterson, New Jersey, McKeesport, Penn- 
sylvania and Omaha. His last pastorate was from 1916 until his re- 
tirement in September 1929. He had served as a member of the board 
of managers of the Nebraska Baptist State Convention and belonged 
to the Sigma Chi fraternity. He was author of histories of his Norris- 
town and Omaha churches. He was married in 1905 to Ethel Charlotte 
Kirkham of Paterson, who survives him without children. He was a 
student in the Yale Graduate School during the first year of his first 
pastorate. He received the degree of D. D. at Furman University in 
1910 and was a highly respected man. 

E. T. Irwin 

E. T. Irwin died in New Haven, May 6, 1930, aged 81. He was 
born in Iowa and was pastor in Wilkes-Barre and Scranton, Pa.., and 
Milford and Fairfield, Conn. His seven-year pastorate in the last nam- 
ed town ended in Sept. 1928. He founded some of these churches. He 
resided in New Haven several j'^ears and seems to have been a man oi 
peace and good works. He is missed. 

George W. Kinney 

George W. Kinney died September 23, 1929, in Seekonk, Mass., at 
the home of his son. He was born in Preston, Conn., 1841, but did not 
reach his eighty-eighth anniversary. He was ordained at 21, pastor in 
Connecticut, at Bozrahville, North Lyme, Wethersfield and Moosup; 
in NeAV Hampshire he was pastor at Hudson Center and Sanbornton 
First church, twice at Hudson Center; in Massachusetts at Petuchsen, 
and in Rhode Island, at Perryville. His last sermon was preached 
in August 1928, at the Second Church, Bast Providence, of which he 
was a member. Burial was at Preston, Conn. 

George H. Lester 

George H. Lester died at his home in Hartford, July 23rd, 1930. 
He was born at Lake’s Pond, Jan. 5, 1939. He was a carpenter in early 
life. He was ordained at East Lyme, his first pastorate. He was 
twice pastor at Old Lyme, and other pastorates were at Lake’s Pond, 
Chesterfield, Winthrop and Haddam. On retiring from the active min- 
istry, he made his home in Hartford. He was elected a deacon of 
the First church. When that church and the South church became the 
Central church, he became a deacon there and remained such the rest 
of his life. He has been called a “loyal preacher, faithful pastor, will- 
ing worker, good friend.” Dr. Lackey and Revs. C. B. Jensen and E. 
E. Gates officiated at his funeral.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
FEDERATION OF CHURCHES 

Your Committee on Federation of Churches reports another year 
of the usual interest in the federation of churches and in the wider 
field of Christian unity. 

Rev. L. H. Dorchester of Simsbury has continued serving part- 
time as executive secretary. Various committees have been active 
under their various chairman and Rev. David P. Gaines, of the First 
Baptist Church, Waterbury, has continued as the efficient president. 

The Social Service Committee sent Labor Sunday messages to all 
the ministers of the state and the chairman. Professor Jerome Davis 
of Yale recommended the employment of Mr. H. C. Mathews of Yale 
Divinity School who made a visitation of the jails in the state, of 
which we will later make a detailed report. 

Honorable Horace D. Taft, Watertown, has kept the Law Enforce- 
ment work active. As this Convention is in session, letters have gone 
forth to every minister of the state urging that the first Sunday in No- 
vember be observed as Law Enforcement Sunday, in our churches. 

The church at Storrs is still sponsored by the Federation and 
splendid progress has been made by Rev. J. G. Waggoner, the acting 
pastor. Courses in religious education are held at the college for 
which credits are given. Our own State Convention contributes 
1200.00 a year to the support of the work at Storrs and $300.00 a year 
to the general work of the Federation. 

Your Committee looks with approval and with hearty praise, upon 
all the phases of the work of the Federation and would earnestly 
recommend that we foster all such work wherein the kingdom of God 
is further advanced.

Resolved, that we reaffirm our belief that evangelism is at the 
heart of the denominational and of the kingdom-building program. 
Consequently, we commend the work of the committee on evangelism 
and propose to emphasize the recruiting and training of disciples of our 
Lord, not only as the duty and privilege of the church, but as an ab- 
solute necessity for the promotion of the cause of Christ. 

Resolved, that the Baptists of Connecticut hereby express their 
agreement with the conviction of President Hoover that “Our country 
has deliberately undertaken a great social and economic experiment, 
noble in motive and far-reaching in purpose. It must be worked out 
constructively.” We believe that the eighteenth amendment and the 
laws enacted thereunder, provide the best method yet proposed for re- 
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ducing’ the injurious consumption of intoxicating liquor and of minim- 
izing the evils associated with the liquor traffic. We whole-heartedly 
support the intelligent and effective enforcement of the law and urge 
our legislators and state officials to support unreservedly the efforts 
of the federal government to secure the observance of this law and re- 
quest that they permit no weakening of the Connecticut enforcement 
code. 

Resolved, that, in order that suffering from unemployment may be 
alleviated, we adopt President Pitt’s suggestion of assisting fellow Bap- 
tists to procure remunerative work among constituents of our local 
churches. 

Resolved, that we exert our conscientious and most intelligent 
efforts to remedy both those internal and external evils which tend 
to break the American home.

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Report of the 

COMMITTEE ON MINISTERIAL STANDING 

There have been two ordinations in the state during the Conven- 
tion year. John F. W. Howell was ordained in Waterbary on the 2nd 
of July and Dana A. Lane in Colchester on the 9th of September. On 
both occasions the chairman of your committee sat in the council and 
assisted in the examination of the candidate. While there were but 
two ordinations those whose privilege it was to set apart these young- 
men to the work of the ministi’y feel that they give promise of great 
usefulness in the work of the Kingdom. 

This is a good opportunity to call the attention of the churches 
and the officers of our Associatons to the constitutional provisions re- 
lating to the work of the Committee on Ministerial Standing. Article 
III, Section 3 of the by-laws reads: 

“Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Ministerial 
Standing to act in advisory capacity to church councils in the ordina- 
tion of candidates to the Christian ministry; to assist as may be pos- 
sible candidates ordained before their educational preparation for the 
minstry was finished in pursuing a proper course of study to fit them- 
selves for their work as pastors, preferably the course of study 
recommended by the denomination; and to keep a record of the stand- 
ing of Baptist ministers in the state and supervise the ministerial list 
published yearly in the Connecticut Baptist Annual.” 

In the light of this by-law it would seem to be eminently desirable 
— almost necessary — that previous to the calling of a council every 
candidate for ordination should be referred to the chairman of this 
committee and that he, or the associational member of the commit- 
tee, should interview the candidate. Sometimes, as in the case of 
Brother Howell and Brother Lane, this has been done. But ancient 
Baptist informality still widely prevails. There is little doubt that in 
the majority of cases men thus ordained are well qualified for the work 
of the ministry. However, a sense of responsibility for the denomin- 
ation at large should lead councils and churches to exercise every 
caution in selecting those who are to carry on the work in the future. 

The time is ripe for the denomination in our state, as in other 
states, to address itself to the task of setting up reasonable standards 
by which to test the qualifications of candidates for the ministry.

CHARTER 
Passed May, 1820 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
•tives in General Assembly convened. That Asahel Morse, Caleb Moore, 
Joseph B. Gilbert, John Bolles, Hezekiah Huntington, Elisha Cushman, 
Noadiah Woodruff, David King, Jesse Savage, Pierpont Brockett, David 
Bolles, Isaac Dwinnell, Eli Ball, George Mitchell, David Turner, Jere- 
miah Brown, Asahel Otis, Jonathan Goodwin, Jr., Orra Martin, Asa Tal- 
madge, Chauncey Wheeler, Thomas Wheeler, Elijah Filley and their as- 
sociates, be, and they are hereby formed into, constituted, and made a 
body politic and corporate by the name of “The Connecticut Baptist Ed- 
ucation Society”, and by that name; they and their successors shall and 
may have perpetual succession, shall be capable of suing and being 
sued, pleading and being impleaded, in all suits of whatever nature so- 
ever, may have a common seal and the same alter or change at pleas- 
sure. And may also have, purchase, receive, hold and convey away es- 
tate, real, personal or mixed, the annual income of which shall not ex- 
<ceed three thousand dollars. 
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Sec. 2. The said Baptist Education Society may from time to time 
elect a president and such other officers and agents as they may find 
necessary or convenient; may elect and receive additional members; 
make by-laws respecting number, qualifications, and duties of their 
officers and members, prescribe the mode of election and admission 
of members; the time, place, and manner of holding their meeting; 
the number necessary to form a quorum; and all other by-laws and 
regulations which tsaid society may deem necessary for the govern- 
ment and due regulation of its concerns to promote and secure the 
essential objects of said Society, as expressed in their Constitution — 
not repugnant to the laws of this State or of the United States. 

Sec. 3. The first meeting of said Society shall be held at Hartford, 
on the first Wednesday of May, A. D. 1821. 

Sec. 4. This act in corporation, and every part thereof, may be 
altered, amended, or repealed at the pleasure of the General Assmhly. 

CONSTITUTION 

Article 1. This Society shall be known by the name of “The 
Connecticut Baptist Education Society.” 

Art. 2. The object of this Society shall be to assist young men 
and young women, who are called of God to preach the Gospel, in ac- 
quiring such mental discipline and culture as shall render them more 
useful in the kingdom of Christ. 

Art. 3. This Society shall consist of such persons as pay into the 
treasury one dollar or more annually; also of delegates from churches 
and auxiliary societies, which shall be entitled to representation at 
the annual meeting as folloAVS, viz: Every church and auxiliary so- 
ciety contributing to the funds of the Society five dollars annually, 
shall he entitled to one delegate, and those contributing ten or more 
dollars, two delegates. The payment of fifteen dollars in advance 
shall constitute membership for life. 

Art. 4. The officers of this Society shall consist of a President, 
two Vice-Presidents, a Secretary, a Treasurer, an Auditor, and five 
Trustees, to be chosen annually in any manner the Society may de- 
termine. 

Art. 5. The officers of this Society shall constitute an Executive 
Committee to manage the concerns of the Society during its recess, to 
control its funds and property, to examine and admit candidates to the 
benefits of the Society, and at every annual meeting of the Society, 
they shall make a faithful report of their doings the preceding year. 

Art. 6. The Secretary shall keep a record of the beneficiaries, and 
record the acts of the Society and of the Executive Committee, draw 
all orders on the Treasurer authorized by said Committee, conduct the 
correspondence, give notice of meetings, and prepare the annual report 
of the Executive Committee to the Society. The Treasurer shall have 
charge of the current funds of the Society, and pay them out only to 
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the order of the Secretary; he shall also safely hold all bonds, notes, 
deeds, and other evidences of property belonging to the Society, giving 
ample security for these trusts. His accounts shall always be open to 
the inspection of the Executive Committee and Auditor, and he shall 
make a detailed report of the same quarterly to said Committee, and 
annually to the Society. The Auditor shall examine annually, or often- 
er, the accounts and securities of the Treasurer, and certify the same. 

Art. 7. The Executive Committee shall, annually, at its first quar- 
teily meeting appoint a Finance Committee of three of its own mem- 
bers, who shall negotiate and invest all legacies, bequests, and other 
permanent funds of the Society, unless otherwise provided by their 
donors, according to the laws of Connecticut concerning trust funds. 

Art. 8. The annual meeting of the Society for the election of 
officers and transaction of other business shall be holden during the 
week and at the same place of each meeting of the Convention. Special 
meetings of the Society may be called by the President, at the request 
of five members of the Executive Committee. The business of the So- 
ciety may be transacted at all regular meetings by a majority of the 
members present. 

Art. 9. Every person admitted to the benefits of this Society must 
be a member of -some regular Baptist church. He must produce a 
letter from said church, certifying his good standing, and its commenda- 
tion of him as one call to God to the ministry. He must satisfy the 
Executive Committee that he possesses gifts promising usefulness in 
the work; and he shall, furthermore, be recommended to the patron- 
age of the Society by at least three regularly ordained ministers of the 
Baptist denomination. 

Art. 10. No person shall be aided by this Society unless he shall 
certify his intention to take the full course of study preparatory, col- 
legiate and theological, unless, in the opinion of the Executive Com- 
mittee, his age and circumstances do not admit of such a course; and 
the institutions in which beneficiaries pursue their studies shall be sub- 
ject to the approval of the Executive Committee; and, voluntarily fail- 
ing to enter the ministry, or for sufficient cause, being dropped from 
the list of beneficiaries, he shall refund the money, with interest, he 
has received from the Society. 

Art. 11. The personal services of those who are appointed to 
manage the concerns of the Society shall be in all respects gratuitous. 

Art. 12. No alteration shall be made in the foregoing Constitution 
except at an annual meeting of the Society, by a two-thirds vote of the 
members present, written notice of the proposed change having been 
^iven and recorded one year previous to its adoption. 
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APPLICATION FOR AID 

When a young man applies for aid he is required to present a 
letter from his church, in substance as follows; 

This certifies that Mr. is a regular member 

of the Baptist Church in this town; that he sustains 

a good moral and religious character; that in the judgment of this 
Church he is called by the Lord to the Christian ministry; and that he 
possesses talents which, with a good education, would render him use- 
ful in his sacred work. He is therefore recommended to the Connec- 
ticut Baptist Education Society for their patronage.

The changes that were felt in the State Convention this year were 
quite evident in the meeting of the Education Society.

The following report received from the State Office is of interest: 

1st. For the year ending April, 1930, the following churches in 
your association raised their quota in full: Bridgeport, First, Ger- 
man, Italian and Czecho-Slovak; Danbury, First and New Hope; New 
Milford; Rowayton; Stamford, First; South Norwalk, Hungarian and 
Stratfield. 

2nd. The following churches in your association remitted to the 
Hartford office on the basis of l/'12th: Bridgeport, German; Danbury, 
New Hope; New Milford and Stratfield. 

3rd. The following churches accepted definite quotas for the cur- 
rent year 1930-1931: Bridgeport, Czecho-Slovak, German, First, Italian, 
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Second; Danbury, New Hope; New Milford; Rowayton; South Nor- 
walk, Hungarian; Stralfield and Stratford. This is our record as far 
as reported by the churches. 

Last year the New Milford Church enjoyed the missionary books 
won in the contest of 1929. This year Stratford is enjoying the mis- 
sionary books won in the contest of 1930. As you know, the books are 
won on the basis of the church that has the largest percentage of its 
resident membership present at the mid-year associational meeting. 

The following churches in your association have missionary com- 
mittees: Bridgeport, First; Stamford; South Norwalk; Stratford; 
Rowayton; Strattield; New Milford; Bridgeport, Second. Our ideal 
is a missionary committee in every church. 

The Mid-Year Association Meeting was held in the Hungarian Bap- 
tist Church on Fairfield Ave. with a good attendance. The speakers 
were stimulating and the conferences were well attended. This ses- 
sion of the Association has been planned with the intention of giving 
more time and opportunity for conferences between women, laymen 
and pastors in order that practical methods of stimulating missionary 
giving on the local field may be considered and the information as to 
the procedure of successful programs may be studied.

The Stamford 
Baptist Church and South Norwalk were greatly blessed with the ser- 
vices of Dr. Stull, and a number were received by baptism, while 
others joined by letter and experience. The German Baptist Chiuch 
reports an excellent effort of personal evangelism supplemented by 
preaching under the able leadership of Rev. Roller, of Newark, N. Y. 
Other Churches reported local efforts made through preaching and 
special services. 

The committee would like to recommend to the churches of the 
association the continuation of the method of visitation evangelism 
for the coming year. This should be supplemented by preaching, def- 
inite personal contacts, consistent living on the part of Christian peo- 
ple, the life of prayer, fresh surveys of the community and discovery 
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of new prospects, and any and every method that would be consist- 
ent with the truth and spirit of the Gospel.

REPORT OF THE TEMPERANCE COMMITTEE OF THE FAIR- 
FIELD BAPTIST ASSOCIATION 

Stepney, Conn., September 24, 1930. 

Temperance progress depends upon two factors — Education and 
Legislation. For a long time temperance leaders considered education 
suiFicient, but they found out that very little progress was made be- 
cause selling liquor was sanctioned by law. Attention Avas then given 
to legislation which culminated in the incorporation of the Eighteenth 
Amendment to the Constitution and the passage of the Volstead Act. 

In all of this work the Church of Christ has given of its prayers, 
time and money, and is prepared to continue to do so in order to re- 
train the advantage it has achieved. 

We call upon the Churches of the Fairfield Baptist Association to 
continue their educational program, showing the value of total abstin- 
ence from alcoholic beverages; and also to oppose any candidate who 
is not in sympathy with the Eighteenth Amendment and the Volstead 
Act. 

We also recommend that our members inform themselves regard- 
ing the progress which has been made since their adoption to offset the 
wet propaganda which is so prevalent at the present time. 

We commend President Hoover for his efforts to secure the best 
results from the Prohibition Laws, and pledge our hearty cooperation 
to him. and all officials who are responsible for their execution.

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MINUTES OF THE ONE HUNDRED FIFTY-EIGHTH ANNUAL 

MEETING HELD WITH THE PLAINFIELD UNION BAPTIST 
CHURCH OF MOOSUP, CONNECTICUT, WEDNES- 
DAY, JUNE 11th, 1930. 

ps ' Morning Session 

The One Hundred Fifty-eighth anniversary meeting of the Stoning- 
ton Union Association was called to order by the Moderator, Rev. A. 
E. Hylan, at 9:20 A. M. Standard Time. Invocation was made by the 
Moderator who also led in the Lord’s Prayer. After the delegates had 
joined in singing “O, Worship the King” the Pastor of the entertaining 
Church, Rev. R. W. E. DeWolfe, gave a word of welcome and read the 
letter of the Moos up Baptist Church. The response to the welcome 
was made by the Moderator, and the reading of Church letters by the 
Clerk followed. Reports of Officers were then called for. The Treas- 
urer asked to have his report deferred until afternoon. The Treasurer 
of the Widows’ Fund was unable to report because the books had not 
been delivered during the year. There was no report from the Trus- 
tees of the Widows’ Fund, Rev. F. S. Robbins reported for the Obituary 
Committee, a total of 40 deaths during the year. After the names of 
deceased members had been read, the Association stood in silence 
while Rev. G. R. Atha offered prayer. The report of the Obituary Com- 
mittee was adopted. Preceding the annual sermon. Scripture was read 
by Rev. L. J. Shepler. After the Association had sung “My Faith 
Looks Up to Thee” Rev. J. A. Smith preached from the text John 12:32, 
taking for his theme, “The Power of Jesus’ Personality.” After sing- 
ing “Jesus, the very Thought of Thee” the offering was taken. The 
Moderator announced the names of members of the Nominating Com- 
mittee as follows: Rev. L. J. Shepler, Chairman; E. E. Freeman, I. H. 
Poppe; Miss G. L. Brown, and E. Gray. Brief announcements were 
made by Rev. R. W. E. DeWolfe, and the morning session was brougM 
to a close by singing “Majestic Sweetness Sits Enthroned upon the 
Savior’s Brow.” Attendance at the morning session, 155. 

Afternoon Session 

The Chair was occupied by Mrs. G. H. Prior who announced that 
Mrs. D. M. Bennett of Mystic, would conduct the devotional service. 
After a solo by Mrs. Lewis Hoar, of Moosup, the Chair introduced Miss 
Luella Adams, of Boston, who addressed the Association on “Missions.” 
The anniversary meeting of the Woman’s Missionary Society closed 
with the singing of a hymn. 

At 2:00 o’clock. Standard Time, the Moderator again took the 
Chair, and called for the report of the Nominating Committee. The re- 
port was made by Rev. L. J. Shepler, and upon motion was accepted, 
and the Committee discharged. It was then moved and voted that the 
Clerk be instructed to cast one ballot for the nominees presented by 
the Committee. The Clerk accordingly cast the ballot and the Moder- 
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ator declared all officers duly elected for the ensuing year. W. I. 
Spicer reporting for the Resolutions Committee requested Miss G. L. 
Brown be allowed to read the report. The report called upon the 
Churches to give more serious attention to the needs of young life; en- 
dorsed the stand of the Northern Baptist Convention in support of 
the Eighteenth Amendment to the Constitution of the United States, 
and urged all members of the Churches of the Association to give the 
Holy Spirit right of way in their lives and to seek to be used by Him 
in the winning of the world to Christ. Upon motion, the report was 
accepted as read, and without discussion the report was adopted. 

The report of the Treasurer of the Missionary Committee wap 
made by J. E. Griswold, and showed a balance on hand of $27.31. The 
report was adopted. Rev. F. S. Robbins the Associational Missionary 
made report of his wmrk during the year at Clark’s Fall’s and Miner 
Meeting House. Mr. Robbins reported three baptisms for the year 
and increased attendance at Sunday services, especially at Clark’s 
Falls. The report was adopted. The Moderator called for Unfinished 
Business and C. C. Zabriskie presented the Treasurer’s report, which 
showed an offering at the morning session of $28.35, and a balance on 
hand of $116.70. Upon motion the report was adopted. It was voted 
to pay the Clerk the customary fee of $10.00. The Auditor’s report 
was called for, read and adopted, and showed all accounts properly 
kept. Under the item of New Business the Clerk repoi’ted a gain in 
baptisms over the previous year of 51. Upon request of the Moderator 
the Clerk read certain changes in the Constitution of the Association 
which the Executive Committee proposed to be made. The various 
changes were read and explained and discussed, and a motion prevail- 
ed to propose the changes as Amendments at the next annual meeting 
of the Association. It was further voted to publish the proposed 
changes in the Connecticut Baptist Annual. Following are the changes : 
Change words, ‘May 31” in last sentence of Section 1 of Article IV to 
“Ayril 30.” Change words, “at some session” in Section 2, Article V to 
“during the day.” Omit the words “and Minutes” from the title of 
Section 3, Article V. Change the words, “five cents per member” in 
Section 3 of Article V to “three cents per member” and add the words, 
“of the enrolled membership” omitting the rest of the sentence in the 
present reading. Omit the last sentence of Section 3, Article V. The 
section as amended would read: Section 3. Expenses. Each Church 
of the Association shall be requested to contribute annually at the rate 
of three cents per member of the enrolled membership. Collections 
for Associational expenses may be taken at any session. Omit all but 
the last sentence of Section 4, of Article V. Omit all of Section 1 of 
Article VI after the words, “the last Annual Meeting.” It was moved 
to authorize the Executive Committee to have the minutes of the As- 
sociation for the years 1915 to 1927, the last year the minutes were pub- 
lished, bound in suitable permanent binding. Rev. H. E. Olcott, Field 
Secretary of the Connecticut Temperance and Anti-Saloon League was 
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introduced and briefly addressed the Association. After singing “O, 
for a Thousand Tongues to Sing” the Moderator presented Rev. B. T. 
Livingston, Superintendent of Evangelism of the American Baptist 
Home Mission Society, who addressed the Association on “Saved.” 
When the Association had sung “O, Master, Let Me Walk with Thee,” 
a closing prayer was offered and the meeting adjourned. Attendance 
140. 

Evening Session 

The devotional period was in charge of B. E. Scates. After a 
selection by the choir of the entertaining Church an offering was taken. 
Miss Jennie Reed Dixon, Director of Children’s Work of the State Con- 
vention spoke briefly on “Inasmuch.” The address of the evening Avas 
delivered by Rev. B. T. Livingston, Avho spoke on “Saved to Serve.” 
With the singing of a “A Charge to Keep I Have” and the benediction 
by Rev. Livingston, the session was concluded. Attendance 65. 
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
